Several 
varieties have been printed on printing press. The latter shows out in 
bold effect and clear, making the contrast between the two methods.

STAMPS OF MAFEKING.

It is almost twenty years since these historical stamps of Mafeking 
■were issued by Lieut. Col. Edward Cecil, who was in charge' of the post 
office during the siege of the above mentioned town. There were various 
kinds of stamps used, and these were issued between March 24th to May 
14th, 1900. The first series to appear was the stamp of Cape Good Hope, 
surcharged Mafeking Besieged and new value. The values in this series are: 

Id on y 2 a Green. 

3d on Id Carmine. 

Gd on 3d Claret. 

lj- on 4a Sage Green. 

These were soon followed by another issue, consisting of British stamps 
■overprinted Bechuaraland, and finally surcharged same as the previous issue, 
but in fancy type. The values to be found in this series are of a high cur¬ 
rency : 

Cd on 3d Lilac. 

lj- on 4d Green and Brown. 

Ij- on 6d Purple on Red. 

2;- on 1|- Green. 

At a later period the Bechuanland Protectorate stamps were also over¬ 
printed Mafeking Besieged, and the following values were displayed. 

Id on %d Vermillion. 

3d on Id Purple. 

6d onjld Green and Red. 

Gd on 3d Brown and Yellow. 

lj- on 6d-Purple on Red. 

Through time all the stock of these overprinted stamps were used up, 
and new ones had, of course, to be printed So a local issue was produced 
oy means of photograph plates and were printed on a blue paper, greatly 
used in photography. There are two designs in this series, one of which was 
prepared by a Doctor A. Hayes, and was a portrait of a sergeant—»Majoi 
Goodyear on a bicycle. The other design was the work of the head paymaster, 

= apt. Greener, and is the most popular of these interesting stamps. The 
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✓ 


design shows a portrait of Bader Powell, the hero of Mafeking. The values in 
this local issue are namely the Id Blue on Blue, and the 3d Blue on Blue. 
The Bader Powell stamps are to be found in two sizes, but! no special mention 
is needed here regarding them. All the Mafeking stamps were overprinted 
at the offices of Townsend & Son, the publishers of the Mafeking Mail, and 
are of considerable rarity, as not more than 100 letters were being sent out 
of the town during the siege. The Kaffers, who carried the mail through 
the enemy lines,, in some cases, the mails were sewn to the soles of the 
native runners.

No "Peace Issue’’ of Postage or Revenue stamps was ever contemplated 
by the Postal or Revenue Departments. A new one cent coin has at least 
been contemplated, but it has not yet made its appearance, Canadian collect¬ 
ors are anxiously awaiting the new coin. No official information has been 
given out, but we hope it i3 much smaller than the one now used. 

The 5, 20 and 50c stamps surcharged in black or red, “War Tax,” have not 
been listed in Scott’s 1920 Catalogue. This is as it should be as they were 
never postage stamps. However, they are very scarce stamps and a good 
collection of Canada looks much better with them in it even if they are 
revenue stamps, or perhaps better called Revenue stamps used' for postage. 
Even if they are not in the current catalogue, better buy them now as they 
are stamps it will pay to buy and hold. 

Philately is flourishing in Canada at present. The best proof of this is 
that many periodicals have added stamp pages to their publications. Some 
of the leading ones are the boy’s organ of the Y. M. C. A, the official organ 
of the Boy Scouts, The Christian Guardian, also Canada now has two collect¬ 
or’s journals, the newest being the Canadian Stamp Collector, published ia 
Brockville, Out.

In collecting the “luxury taxes” Canada will make use of a new set of 
revenue stamps. The stamps will be ready July 1st and the set will consist 
of the following values: 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 13, 15, 20, 30, 40, 50, 60, 
70, 80, and 90 cents. In addition there will be the higher values of 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, and 10 dollar values. It is quite likely these will be canceled with a punch 
device to prevent a fraudulent use of the stamps. 

—o— 

Before getting fairly on his feet again, after a depression of business, 
caused by the war, the unfortunate philatelic dealer in France has been hard 
hit again. The new financial laws of the republic imposed a tax of 1 per cent 
on the total amount of business, wholesale and retail; a tax of 10 per cent 
on retail business in addition, and now by decree the importation of stamps 
either used or unused, is strictly prohibited.

The space used by philatelic writers in discussing the question of trading 
with Germany seems to have been a total loss since the German dealers 
settled the question themselves by sending unsolicited parcels of stamps to 
many dealers. One other dealer goes further and sends to many dealers, 
unsolicietd, five copies of a booklet devoted tc “War Stamps of the Ukranel” 
accompanied by a bill for five dollars.. The booklet in question is photographs 
of the many covers sold by this German dealer and is of no value whatever 
The writer secured five copies with a bill for five dollars and the whole affair 
was promptly thrown in the waste paper basket. All unsolicited German 
junk will be treated the same way.

Judging from the many sheets of cancelled to order stamps coming 
from Austria, we are keeping our collection of Austria better, by adding mint 
copies only of the newer varieties. No one outside of the wholesale trade 
has any idea of the vast numbers of cancelled to .order stamps coming to 
America. It may not be “junk” but we have decided to use mint Austria* 
only in our collection. After they have been soaked in water and the gum 
removed only the expert philatelist can tell the genuine used stamp from 
its cancelled to order brother.

One dealer of a South American Republic is on the black list of many 
European firms. One large stamp firm in Amsterdam, Holland was victimized 
to the extent of $300. Also from firms in Austria he received stamps for 
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which he did not settle. The writer has had much experience in trading 
;«rith collectors in foreign countries and far away British Colonies. In 
nearly all instances our dealings were mutually satisfactory. However there 
is one country, The Great Republic of Argentine, that we never seem tc 
find a fair exchange in Different collectors there have written. us for ex¬ 
change. After they received the stamps, you get nothing in return unless 
it is a few hundred cheap stamps of the current issues. Argentine stamps 
are the most popular of the South Americans but the Argentine collectors 
should remember that 1,000 mixed stamps from this country and no better 
than 1,000 mixed Canada or United States of the same values. Some of 
these unfair exchanges are in a good way to be reported as frauds.

OCCUPATION STAMPS OF THE CENTRAL POWERS 
BY BARTLETT J. WHITING 

Perhaps if one were to insist that the phrase be used in its exact sense. 
“War Stamps” would be limited to those used for revenue and occupation. 
We do not choose to do that, but nevertheless stamps issued for use in 
conquered enemy countries are of great interest and well worth at least a 
superficial study. 

Even limiting our survey to the Central Powers it is necessary to only 
treat the salient features, for varieties and local stamps are too numerous to 
even mention in an article-of the size of this. 

As Germany was the largest and most powerful of the Central Powers 
and because Belgium is generally looked upon as the most afflicted of her 
many victims, it will not be out of place to begin with an account of the 
treatment that that country received ot the hands of the German postal 
authorities. 

As soon as the victorous German troops in 1914, had over run Belgium 
they brought out a series of stamps for Belgian use. 

These were the current Germans, surcharged “Belgien” and a correspond¬ 
ing value. The stamp ran from 3 centimes on the 3 pfennig Germania, to 
2.50 francs on the 2 mark, and the surcharge was ip "Centimes.” 

These lasted two years, but in 1916 it apparently became evident to the 
German authorities that as printing ink had gone up “on account of the war”. 
It was a foolish waste to surcharge the full “centimes” so they brought out 
a new issue with the expensively unnecessary letters cut out, and the sur¬ 
charge reading “Cent.” 

Also a new value, the 6:25 franc on the 5 mark was added to the series. 

In 1917 the wording was curtailed further until only the vali*e appeared, 
the stamp being destined for use in the "occupied countries of France 'and 
Belgium.” 

In 1918 two new values were produced, the 2 centime on the 2 pf., and 
the 20 centime on the 25 pfennig, surcharged “Belgien” and “Cent.” 

^And with these end Germany’s rather meager philatelic endeavors in 
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Belgium. If she had burned less libraries and printed one or two new Issues 
to grace her splendid conquest, tho poorer there-by, the true stamp collector 
would hare thanked her, if he possibly could. 

in me meantime Germany had conquered Poland from the Russians and 
it became necessary in 1915 to surcharge stamps for that province. 

The first issue consisted of five stamps, the 3, 5, 10, 20, and 40 pfennig of 
the current Germania, surcharged in black “Russisch Polen”. 

A year latter, 1916, after the German occupational government had been 
more stabilized, a new surcharge appeared, this time “Gen. Gouv. Warshau’% 
in three values, the 2%, 7%, and 15 pfennig. In 1917, 9 more values were 
added making the set complete from 2% to 60, inclusive. 

But Poland was not the only part of Russia for which German stamps 
were surcharged. 

In 1915 Lithuania and Courland were taken into the postal system, with 
g stamps, 3-40 pfennig surcharge in black “Postgebiet Ob. OsL” In 1911 
eight more values were annexed to the series. 

In 1918 the local German commander must have thought another little 
bit of ex-Russian territory worthy of postal attention, for two Russian stamps, 
the 10 and 20 kopecs were surcharged respectively, 20 and 40 pfennig for use 
ia Dorpat, a city or small province near Esthonia. 

Varieties of type and color of surcharge, ect., have been lacking In the 
territories before mentioned-, but in the surcharges for use in Roumania we 
find no such paucity. , 

In 1916 German stamps were surcharged in red “M. V. I. R.,” and Row* 
manian values, 15, 25, and 40 bani. 

In 1917 the surcharge was changed to “M. V. i. R.” In black and gothic 
letters and the 10 bani was added to the values above. 

In 1918 it became “Rumanian” in black and the series ran from 5 to 4# 
bani, six stamps. 

In 1916 war-tag stamps were made by surcharging “M. V. I. R.” on the 
Roumanian “spinning-woman” issue of 1916. This series contained eight 
values from 5 bani to 5 lei. ' 

In the same year the surcharge “M. V. i. R.” was made In a different 
form of type in 2 values and four varieties. 

In 1918 the 5 bani received the same surcharge in red. In 1918 also the 
10 bani Roumanian Charity stamp of 1917 was surcharged with the cryptic 
“M. V. i. R.” 

In 1917 the revenue stamps of Roumania were surcharged “M. V. i. R.” In 
script with a double frame, to the number of four values. Again they 
ohanged the eternal surcharge to Roman type, in 5 values of the same series. 

These war-tax stamps with their varying surcharges are the bane (and 
bani) of the collector of modest means. They are interesting, but the 
price is apt to be prohibitive. 

More stamps for Roumania were called of the “Zone of the 9th Army". 
These appeared first in 1918 with 4 German stamps surcharged with Rou» 
manian values and “Guitig 9 Armee” in a frame. 
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Sis values of the Roumanian stamps of 1916 were surcharged with the 
same inscription for use as wax-tax in 1917-18. 

During the same period Roumanian revenue stamps were given a like 
surcharge. 

The last of this perplexing lot of issues were 5 Roumanian stamp-tax 
stamps surcharged “M. V. i. R.” in 1918. 

A painful bunch to catalog, or to try to make into anything like an article 
of some inetrest. 

Austria began her Occupation issues ny surcharging twenty-one values of 
Bosnia, 1912, with the inscription, placed obliquely, “K. u. K. Feldpost." 

In 1915 a permanent issue bearing the portrait of Francis Joseph, with 
“K. u. K. Feldpost” above was produced with twenty-one values. 

In 1916 four new values, the 15, 80 and 90 heller and the 4 krone were 
added, and in 1917 the colors of the 10 and 20 heller were changed. 

These issues were for use in Poland, Albania, Serbia and Montenegro 
Before these came into such general use, however, in 1915 Serbia was favored 
with an Oblique “Serben” on the 1912 Bosnia. 

In 1916 the surcharge was repeated, this time in an horizantal position, the 
values being the same, 21, from 1 heller to 12 krone. 

After April. 1916, the “K. u. K. Feldpost” were adopted for Serbia. 

In 1916 the Bosnia stamps were surcharged “K. u. K. Militarverwaltung 
Montenegro,” for use in Montenegro. There were but two values which were 
repeated with the horizontal surcharge “Montenegro.” Then the regulai 
•tamps superseded them. 

In 1917 a new series picturing Emperor Charles was issued for “K. u. K. 
Felopost” in twentw-one values* 

Two new stamps the 1 and 2 heller were added in 1918. 

In 1916 four newspaper stamps of the Mercury type were made for u*» 
in the field. 

When Roumania entered the war on the allied side there was great 
rejoicing, but after a few short weeks of victory in Transylvania, her troops 
were swept back almost out of her own land, and occupation stamps became 
in orddr. 

Already the innumerable German issues have been touched. Austria was 
more simple in her treatment. In 1917 the field-post issue was surcharged 
with values in bani and lei. The first values were put on in red so of course 
it became necessary to change the ink in 1918 to black, but as that comprises 
Austria's activity it is easily excusable. 

Quite a portion of upper Italy was taken by the Austro-German troops 
and in 1918-19 values of the Feld-post series were surcharged with values 
in centisimi. ' 

At the same time newspaper, postage-due and special-delivery stamp* 
were prepared in the same manner. 

Under this heading Turkey has no showing and Bulgaria ttihlf&r-S^ettv

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In 1917 she surcharged her own issue of 1915 with an inscription in 
Bulgarian that means “Bulgarian Post in Roumania, 1916-17.” This series had 
four values, the 1, 5, 10 and 25 stotinki. 

It has been impossible, thru its very nature, to put a great deal of 
interest into this article. 

But it is hoped that it will be acceptetd for what it was written, an 
attempt to make a readable version of not always available facts, that are 
of interest to the average collector.

PHILATELIC AUTOBIOGRAPHY.

CHAPTER THREE—THE COLLECTION ITSELF. 

—O— 

Some descripttion should be given of the collection and its makeup, 
together with my methods emplyed to enlarge it.. 

The plan is very simple. I collect stamps today the same as I have 
always done—from the original sources. Hence my collecton grows mostly 
in the 20th century stamps, and, in fact, I consider myself a specialist in 
the stamps of the 20th century. My collection numbers about 4,000 stamps 
of which about three-fourths are 20th century. I am a general collector in 
the 20th century stamps but usually have one or two countries to study es- 
especially. For example, when I was forming my collection of Mexican Revo¬ 
lutionary stamps I studied them very minutely. Recently I have been 
sttudying the war issues of the Balkans. 

Experience usually shows one what to collect and what not to oolleci. 
Often It is quite dear in its cost. I have limited myself to adhesives- 
excluding onvelopes, cancellations, revenues and precancels. But one must, 
not be too hard bound by his rules. For example, I also exclude original 
covers from my collection—yet in some cases I do collect them as in the 
cases of Mexico and Albinia. In these cases I find today that covers I once 
removed the stamps from, would be very acceptable entire if I bad them 
In my collection of Epirus I have numerous Italian and French stamps used 
as occupation stamps. These are solely due to the postmarks and here is 
a case where I even collect postmarks. I hinge these covers to the leaf of my 
loose-leaf album and they are not difficult to handle. 

Within the limits of adhesives, I collect everything* For example, since 
1916 many Argentine official stamps have been obtainable. These were not 
at that time catalogued but I included them in my collection and now, 
*hen they'are recognized by the catalogue, I already have them, 
I also include O. B. surcharges from the Philippines and O. S. and similar 
surcharges from Australia in the perforated letters. Further I collect 
United States part perforates and mailing machine perforations^ 

For albums, loose leaf blank albums are my choice. When these are used 
one does not have some pages crowded and other pages comparatively* 

i c 
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empty. Again, one cannot collect along original lines in a printed album. 

Each stamp, when received, is carefully studied for possibilities of 
(fording minor varieties. In this way many double transfers have been 
discovered. Searching for doubles led to the discovery of the Chilean 10c, 
1917, with lithographed CENTER as well as frame, a variety Scott hasn’t 
recognized yet. 

One has to experiment, too, at times. In 1907 chalky papers were the 
sensation. Believing that every British stamp then appearing was on this 
paper, I decided to soak one for an example of the fading quality of the 
fugitive ink in which they were thought to be printed. By accident I took a 
^d yellow green King Edward VII. I soaked it an hour and of course 
there was no change. Then I decided to soak it over night. Imagine my 
surprise in the morning when I found that it had come apart. It seems 
That the stamp had been printed on a sheet of paper that had been torn 
and another sheet or part of a sheet had been lapped over it. My stamp 
shows one perfect piece of paper the exact size of a stamp with the design 
printed on it covering all but the lower right comer. Over this corner was 
a thinned piece of paper on which the remainder of this design appears— 
certainly a unique stamp. Another unique variety, more recently obtained 
is a used l%d King George litho New Zealand having a thread fastened onto 
its face, which on microscopical inspection proves to be a thread that is fixed 
at one end in the substance of the paper, the other ead escaping maceration 
in the process of paper making. 

Something should be said of “collecting aids.” Most everyone knows 
should be soaked free of paper before being placed in the album—but many 
stamps cannot be soaked without damage—as chalky surfaced stamps and 
those printed in fugitive colors. Also the collector is often called upon to 
‘tear off ’’the stamp. In so doing he should always tear the envelope and 
spare the stamp. That is often mutilating to the envelope and especially 
likely to bring protests from the owner. The stamp may be peeled off by peel¬ 
ing envelope from the stamp. In this the stamp is held stiff between the thumb 
and index finger of the left hand and the stamp neve r allowed to bend or 
aurl.The envelope is bent right angles with the stamp by the finger and 
thumb of the right hand and peeled first from one side and then the other. 
This is a method, which if carefully followed, will skin the envelope and 
not the stamp, and one which may be used with thick and unopened letters. 

A good magnifying glass, a pair of stamp tongs and a good watermark 
detector are indispensable to the busy and successful collector. In the 
matter of hinges he should never begrudge the few cents needed to pay 
extra for the perfect hinge over the price of the “just as good kinds.”

A new contract for stamped envelopes was entered into by the P. O 
Department recently. Starts Jan. 1st. 1921 and runs for four years. It 
is different in many ways from any contract for years past; white, blue, 
and manilla are the only paper! used while the last contract had in addition 
amber, buff and kraft. 

Also sizes 2-4-10-11 and 14 are discontinced entirely (size 1 was cut 
out several years ago) and sizes 5 and 6, which were always the same 
dimension but of different quality, are now all listed as number 5. 

There were almost one hundred “government varieties’' on the last 
schedule and only seventy two on the new one and twenty seven of these 
are different from anything on the previous schedules. 

A very unexpected find was recently made in the stamped envelope 
field. When the circular die first came into use for printing stamped en¬ 
velopes in 1916, there was one die for the 2c denomination in which the 
circles and lettering were very thin giving it a sox*t of unbalanced appear¬ 
ance. This is said to be the first die made but it was the third one to be 
found by collectors it was designated as “die C.”It was unsatisfactory «and 
not kept in use by the contractors and is commonly known as the “Reject¬ 
ed Die” of this series. 

This die instead of being destroyed or laid aside was recut and was 
the master die from which the “printing hubs” called “die B” were made, 
consequently are given the designation “B” ahead of the “C’s” which were 
really printed first. 

It has always been believed that these die C envelopes were only issued 
on white paper and the P. O. Dep't thought that all others, if any had 
been printed, were destroyed. 

But in Nov. 1920 a lawyer in Minneapolis found a used copy on blue 
paper from the Farmers and Merchants Nat. Bank, Los Angeles. Cali 
Fortunately there were a few still on hand at the bank which he secured 
and disposed of to Mr. Bartels, the New York dealer. It is said and no 
doubt is true that a thorough search has been made in the stock of both 
the bank and the Los Angeles P. O. but no more have been found and the 
single box bought by this bank <and mostly used up in the ordinary course 
of business are probably all of this very rare envelope in existance. 

Collectors will of course wonder now even though this die was discarded 
four years ago, if the amber and buff may not eventually come to light 
somewhere. They are well worth hunting for. 
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INEXPENSIVE STUDIES IN STAMPS 

There are some collectors who think “plating” or '“reconstructing” 
sheets of stamps or settings must be a luxury for the wealthy collector 
but every collector can get all thfe practice and experience in the plating 
of lithographed stamps at very little cost if he takes some of the modern 
issues. Dr. Floyd made a strong point of the technical philatelic 
interest to be found gin the Laibach issues of Jugo-Stavia. where you 
can get the same stamp in a score of shades, six or Qight settings, with 
varying types in each, on smooth paper, p,erf.. irnperf. and rouletted, 
with smooth gum and blistered gum—what more could the specialist 
hunger for in the way of technical variation? These stamps are still 
plentiful, but I guess that some of the earlier printings will not be 
picked up very easily. They were possibly printd in large quantities, 
but most of the sheets have go® scattered and broken. The same

applies to the early printings of many of the other Neurope stamps. 

To become interested in Precancels and stay interested in Precancels 
the best way to collect them is to sithrt with the easiest cities like Chicago, 

Completing several of the easy cities in sets and then gradually' taking 
on some of the harder cities as you come to them and as you become more 
interested; after a person has collected Precancels awhile, you will find 
. hat in many respects they surpass many other classes of stamp,s in inter¬ 
est and they also have less unnecessary and speculative issues. Further- 
the high prices of N. S. Stamps previous to 1890 is bound to have a tend¬ 
ency to cause speculators (who cannot specilize in the high priced 
stamps) to turn to precancels which thus far are not specialized to detth 
and likewise not so expensive to specialize in and pgecancels make a very 
attractive showing when each city i s mounted in a set of lc up to $1.00 
on blank pages, each city being on a page by itself.

The regular issue documentary stamps with the various Collectors’ 
and Bureau overprints have formed a multiplicity of extremely interest¬ 
ing if unhandsome varieties in this particular branch of domestic fiscal 
issues. 

Of the Collectors’ issues we may have had some peep or more at the 
provisional ideas of the different office 'heads throughout the ramifi¬ 
cations of the departement’s territory. Each office overprinted in 
rubber stamp the necessary values, usually the word “NARCOTIC" in 
red. green, violet or black, we have seen several odd things which are 
bound to occur in the use of the rubber stamp. Diagonal and inverted 
surcharges are noted. One office, presumably the Seattle office haa 
used a three line surcharger In the form

We have seen no printed provisionals from the Collectors. 

To supplant at the eariest date the rubber stamping of provisional* 
< - the dn ferent Collectors the Department supplied a good number of 
' ohi'-s with PRINTED surcharge, these releiving the rubberstamped 
v?:reties finally and tiding oVer the necessity of demand until the plates 
for the regular issue could be prepared. Of the Bureau overprints we 
observe the surcharge in black, the cents values being overprinted 
horizontally and the dollar value in vertical style. Of the printed 
surcharges we have seen but three 10 cents inclusive, the variety and 
scope being as extensive and varied as human ingenuity can err. 

I\ow come the regular issues of the Narcotics, presumably in violet 
We have seen but the one cent value at this writing. In due time we 
have no doubt used copies of the entire set will be seen by collectors. 

From information at hand we learn some facts that may clear up 
certain perplexities. At least it has helped the writer. The stamps are 
are printed in four sizes. The small size is 1% x% inches. The larg¬ 
est; size is 6 x % inches. But the peculiar thing is that the same stamp 
is often in different sizes.

NEW AIR POST ISSUES. 

Letters sent by aerial mail from Paris to London will in the future be 
franked with special air post Stamps provided by the French Post Office.. 
British patrons of the flying post, however, must still content themselves 
with stamps of the ordinary type. The French air post stamps are reported 
as now available, and have for the chief motif of their design a portrait of 
the flying ‘‘ace’’ Guynemer, together with views of the aerdome at Issy- 
Jee Moulineaux, the cradle of French aviation, and of an aeroplane flying 
over the Seine. 

The new definite postage stamps of the Spanish air mail service promise 
to be the most striking series of aerial stamps that has so far been issued. 
The designs are to symbolize the rise and progress of aerial navigation, 
The will shortly replace the present provisional issue overprinted “Correo 
Aereo, of which only 20,000 sets have been prepared. Three particular 
postage stamps are to be issued by the Spanish Post Office on the occasion 
of the seventh convention of the Universal Postal Union in Madrid in October. 
Another low value viz., 1 centimo—is about to be added to the current 
Spanish postage stamps, and the design of the express letter stamp is also 
to be changed. 

The current postage stamp series of Poland has been augmented by * 
new value, 40 fen red-violet. 

Owing to the i efusal of the Austrian Post Office to accept any longer the 
poetage stamps issued under the Imperial regime, the tiny principality of 
Lichtenstein has been compelled to introduce a new issue, since its postal 
relation are controlled by the Austrian government. Meanwhile the offend¬ 
ing inscription, “K.K. Oesterr. Post” has been blotted out on the existing 
stamps by means of a decorative overprint in black. New values have been 
created to conform to the new Austrian postal rates—viz., 40 heller on 3h

Recently two travellers arrived in Paris, having with them four large 
trunks, which were left at the railway station, while they were seeking 
hotel accomodations. They had come all the way from Crimea, and the 
police thought it worth while to give the trunks the “once over”. It was 
found that the trunks had false bottoms, containing no less than 138 
million rubles of the Wrangle issue. This money is now quoted at 500 
francs p,er million on the Pans bourse—the only Russian money quoted 
there. At this writing Gen. Wrangle’s star seems to be on the descent 
and his large volume of paper money will eventually share the fate of the 
money—if you care to call it so—issued by the other Russian leaders, 
such bs Kolchak. Semouoff. Denekin. Hm-vat, Yudenenich and others. 

The Soviet Government seems to have made good its threat to make 
money so cheap that nobody will accent it. If it is worth anything at 
all. it takes 5.000 rubles Soviet paper money to equal $1.00. The peas¬ 
ants will not accept it for produce, but favors the “Czarski” currency, 
issued by the old regime. Next in value comes the “Kerenski” and 
“Dumskiya” currency, issued respectively by the short-lived Kerenski 
Government and by the Duma after the Revolution. 

The ‘‘loggoh kullutty” is the circulating medium of the Bongos in Centt- 
r&l Africa, and the only equivalent, which Central Africa possesses for 
money of any description. According to Major Denham, v/ho visited 
Central Soudan, there was some iron pieces which circulated as~ money 
ir. Loggon on the Lower Shary, answering to what is now in use among 
i,he Bongos. Ihe “loggoh kulutty” is formed in flat circles, varying in 
dameter from 10 to 12 inches, on one edge there is a short handle; 
071 ^e opposite side there is attached Rrorjeeting limb, something in 
the form of an anchor. In this shape the metal is -stored up in the 
treasurers of the rich, and it serves as well as the lance-heads and spades 
for cash and for exchanges, being availably not only for purchases, but 
for the marriage p.ortions which every suitor is pledged to assign. 
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Not long ago Dr. C. F. Roh, Norway, Iowa, exhibited in a jeweller's 
window here in Cedar Rapids a splendid and very interesting collection 
of medals, crosses and military decorations from the four central powers. 
Germany. Austria. Bulgaria and Turkey. It was a collection which it 
would be hard to duplicate. 

A later visit to the doctor’s office in Norway revealed the fact that he 
is an. enthusiastic collector of emergency money, military decorations 
.medals, prison currency, war relics, etc. To view ’ms great collections 
will certainly keep a visitor wide awake for an hour or two. 

It was evidently a younger member of the clan who wrote and asked 
if the new quarter-dollar without three stars under the eagle is genuine. 

Yes. it certa.nly is. All money issued by your Uncle Sam is good. 
There are two varieties of this quarter in circulation, and both are good. 
The quarter with the stars under the eagle is the type now being mad©. 
A modification of the design was authorized by Congress in order to im¬ 
prove the artistic merit of the coin. The first arrangement of stars on 
each side of the eagle gave the design a crowded ap ( earance. 

Another correspondent wants to know if the Columbian half-dollar 
issued for the Chicago World’s Fair is accepted at its face value. 

To this the repjy may be both yes and no. As only a limited number 
of this, our first commerative coin, was issued, none are found in general 
circulation. This-_-as well as the rest of our commemerative coins—is 
held by collectors and dealers. It commands a premium of about 50 
per cent. It would readily be accepted at .ts face value, but none are 
apt to be offered. 

It costs the government a little less than 2 cents apiece to manufacture 
a dollar bill, including cost of paper, engraving, pointing and turning the 
bill out ready for circulation. It costs no more to print a 20 dollar bill 
than a 1 dollar bill. The average life of a dollar bill is about one year, 
while a 5 dollar bill will last from 3 to 5 years and a 10 dollars bill from 
5 to 10 years. The higher the denominations last longer, because they 
are not in so constant circulation. The cost of producing 100 pennies is 
only 12 cents, including metal and labor. There is a large profit in mans 
facturing coins as the metal in a coin is worth only a fraction of the face 
value of the coin. The p^ice of silver has been so low that a silver dollar 
contains only 49 cents worth of siler.

The new Hungarian currency is certainly elaborate. Judging it from •» 
artistic point it is perfect. It is claimed, that the notes are the most beautiful 
issued in Europe. Also that they are very durable, washable, and that it It 
next to impossible to conterfeit them. The higher values are printed on silk 
paper, made from the silk tapestry, taken from old castels around in the 
country. The lower values are printed on thin, tuned pigskin. 

This is all good and well, if the notes only had a value as money, hul. 
they have not. They will have their greatest value in the hands of collectors, 
and this issue like many others of currency and stamps—seems to hav« 
been made mainly fo r the benefit of collectors. 
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During the last couple of months press dispatches from Germany havo 
stated, that it was proposed to issue porcelain money throughout Germany. A 
number of specimens of coins from 10 pfennig to 5 mark pieces have been mart* 
ufactured by the Meissen porcelain factory. Porcelain coins were alredy in 
use in the municipality of Meissen, and 300,000 20-pfennig pieces were ordered 
by the city of Hamburg for use on the municipal tramways. 

The latest report, however, is to the effect, that the proposed manufacture 
©f porcelain coins at the amount of 60,000,000 mark for the German republic 
has been abandoned. Experts of the Reichsbank advise the government 
against their adoption, mainly on the ground that they would be unwieldljr 
In the pocket or purse, could not be easily distinguished by touch, and could 
not be counted existing counting machines. Besides, they should be counter¬ 
feited easily. 

The Nogales, Arizona, Chamber of Commerce has Joined with Charles 
Butters, the mining expert, to produce the formation in Mexico of an associa¬ 
tion of silver mine owners and silver producers to rebuild the abondoned 
mints throughout Mexico and thus bring about once more the free and ua- 
llmited coinage of silver. If the old time minting plan is re-established, it wttt 
mean that Mexico will coin 500,000,000 ounces of silver. 

The greatest need of Mexico today is small change and “hard aioaey,” 
The revolutions and the world war have stripped Mexico bare of silver money, 
tn its place was issued vast quantities of paper money by the varying 
governments and revolutionist leaders. The plan is to rebuild the old mint* . 
and place them in operation by the association, who is to run them for a num¬ 
ber of years and thus regain the cost of rebuilding them. When that co»it 
has been recovered the mints are to be turned over to the Mexican federal 
government as its property and to be operated then under government sup¬ 
ervision.

A monograph in the “London Financial Times” on the history of the old 
Citizen’s Bank of Louisiana, at New Orleans, reveals the origin of the name 
“Dixie Land.”—the term now applies to all the southern states and preserved 
in the famous southern war song, “Dixie." Prior to the Civil War the Cit¬ 
izen’s Bank, having the power to issue paper notes, issued several millions ot 
bills in denominations of $10 and $20, but mostly $10. The $10 bills were en¬ 
graved in French with the French word “Dix” featured on their backs. The 
bills became known as “Dixies”, and this money became popular. Louisian#, 
was referred.to as the “Land of the Dixies”, or “Dixie Laud,” Eventually th« 
term was broadened as to apply to all southern states. 

This seems a very acceptable explanation of the origin of the term, 
which has been the subject of so much discusssion.

The British Government has decided to reduce the silver content in it# 
<eoinage. The present standard for the British silver coinage requires 98i 
parts per 1,000 of fine silver and 25 parts per 1,000 of alloy. A bill has bee® 
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introduced in the House of Commons by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
by the terms of which a new standard of 500 parts of fine silver and 500 parts 
of alloy is adopted. Under this bill the English shilling will contain roughly . 
fortyse\« n grains of fine silver, worth about 14 cents, while the old shilling 
contains 32 cents worth of pure silver. In American currency the new shill¬ 
ing will have a value at mint par a trifle over 24 cents, while the old shilling 
is worth over 32 cents.

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It is claimed by some people that the Indians made and buried these 
tablets, but this cannot be true, says Mr. Soper, because the North American 
Indian did not do any mining and many of these tablets are of highly 
tempered copper. The men hunted and fished and the squaw did all the 
hard work, and they did not use axiy copper instruments or weapons. Mr. 
Soper says he asked an old chief, a Chippewa, S6 years old, if the Indians 
made these plates. The chief recited the lore of his tribe, coming from 
several generations that the tablets had been made by white men. 

In speaking of the Indian, Mr. Soper said that they were becoming more 
enlightened. They are not taking the same interest in bead work and basket 
making, which will soon become a lost art, because the old squaws are dying 
and the young ones do not care for such occupations. Mr. Soper told of 
smoking the peace pipe with Sitting Bull and Rain-in-the Face, famous Sioux 
warriors of early frontier days.

RAMBLES OF A SHELL COLLECTOR 

ii. 

By ALFRED O. PHILIPP. 

To get beyond shell collecting in its mere superficial aspects involves thg 
study of conchology. As the successful stamp collector studies water mark#,; 
perforations, errors, shades, etc., so must the shell collector, in order to derive 
the maximum of benefit from his hobby also study, not only the shell, but the 
soft animal within, its classification, structure, habits, its place in nature, eta 

Conchology is the science that deals with mollusks. The development of 
this science may be divided into two stages. In the first stage shells were 
Btudied without any reference to the animal which they contained, and could 
hardly be termed a science. Subsequently the study assumed a wider scope* 
and Lamark, the great French naturalist, was the first to study mollusks, in 
1800, so the true science of conchology is but little more than a century old. 

The word mollusk is derived from the Latin adjective "mollis”, which 
means soft, and the shell is merely a hard protective covering for the animal 
wJthin. Some mollusks have no shell at all. Many people imagine that the 
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shells they see, like Topsy, “just growed up”. However, the growth of, the 
shells is due to (he power of the animal of taking certain substances con¬ 
tained in its fod, principally lime, and secreting it at the edge of the mantla, 
the shell thus growing larger and larger as the secretion goes on. The color 
of the shell is determined by a pigment secreted at the edge of the mantle at 
the same time the shell is secreted. The pigment therefor becomes mixed witi 
the solid deposit of the shell. 

Mollusks are divided into five classes, which include: 1. Cephalopoda 
(cuttle-fish, etc.). 2. Gasteropoda, (Snail, etc.). 3. Scaphopoda, (tooth* 
shelled animals). 4. Isopleuro, (chittons, etc.). 5. Acephala, (bivalves, sucli 
as clams, etc.). There are over fifty thousand species of mollusks known 
to science to-day, ranging in size form a fraction of an ounce to a quarter 
of a ton. And unlike other branches of Zoology, new species are continually 
being discovered. 

If you have ever seen a live mollusk you have doubtless observed th..' 
large, flat porton which closes the opening of the coiled shells when the 
animal within has retired. This is the foot by which the animal affects it 3 
locomotion. The shell animals carry on all the functions of life.*Their organ 
iam consist of a stomach, liver, kidney, heart, intestine, lungs, or gills, re¬ 
productive glands and a nerve and blood system. The blood is usually colO’ 
less, being devoid of corpuscles. As a rule the sexes are separate, although 
there are certain species in which both sex organs are in one individual. 

As a rule mollusks have two special senses which are particularly wet’ 
developed; these are the senses of touch and smell. The senses of sight 
and hearing are of a very low type, and it is doubtful if a sense of taste 
exists. The nerve and blood system are usually well developed, the cour.- 
of the blood in a typical univalve mollusk being: 1, heart to the system; 
2, system to the kidney; 3, kidney to the gill; 4, gill to the heart. 

.Without doubt the climate and the sun have much influence as far as the 
colors of the shells are concerned. It will be observed that the brightest 
colored shells are found in the warn seas of the tropics, and those found 
in the temperate zones are slightly colored, while those of the arctic ha^ 
very little, if any, color. ___ 

There is no means of locomotion which is denied the mollusks; they 
swim, float, dive, leap, climb, burrow 7 , crawl, and even fly; for the squid 
darts out of the water like a flying fish, and the squid is a mollusk.

MOUNDS IN CONNECTICUT 

By EDWARD H. ROGERS.

When one speaks of mounds our mind immediately turn to the great 
Serpent, or Elephant or some other far famed mound. Yet we do not have 
to turn to the West to find mounds. Right here in Connecticut there ate 
Indian mounds, much smaller of course, but still they have their interest to 
archaeologist. 
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Those which the writer has in mind are situated on a sandy hill over 
looking the beautiful Housatonic River. There are probably twenty mounds, 
the largest being not over three feet high and ten feet in diameter, while 
the smallest is practically obliterated by the plow. Four of these have been 
examined and each found to contain a skeleton. Number one was located 
in a sitting position hardly a foot below the surface. This grave had 
undoubtedly been previously disturbed. Two and three were buried in the 
usual position, with legs drawn up, about three feet deep. Number three 
had an unusually long shell head (6% inches) laid on the neck. Number 
four, in the largest mound, was the most interesting of all. This warrior 
was laid out full length, his grave being 70 inches long and nearly four feet 
deep. On his left wrist was an iron bracelet showing that the intern¬ 
ment was made since the coming of the European. 

In each case the internment was made with the head placed to the south¬ 
west and the face turned towards the rising sun. See illustrations.

Ans.—Your question is a little vague, and therefore not easy to answer 
intelligently. If you. by war medals mean decorations awarded soldiers 
for bravery, such medals are very difficult to obtain for the reason that 
the recipient or hi s relatives—hardly ever part with them. And conse¬ 
quently , are very £ ew 0 f that class of medals offered for sale. But the 
term “war medals” is broad, and war medals may be divided into two 
'asses; the abov e mentioned and medals struck to commenorate certain 
vents of the war. Of this latter kind there is an almost endless number. 
Germany alone produced upward of 1.000 of that class of war medals. 
i*nd similiar medals were struck in almost every other country. Coin 
dealers have many of these medals. Scan the columns of the “West” 
for names and addresses of such cSealers, or advertise your wants in the 
same magazine. I might mention several dealers, but that would be giv¬ 
ing such dealers free advertising, which is not the purpose of this depart¬ 
ment; besides, it would not be fair to the dealers, which I did not mention.

This same crown is shown on nearly every issue of Hungary, although 
in some cases it forms*kn insignificant portion of the design, as in the 

'first issue where it is only a part of the wreath below' the head. In the 

next issues we find it above the letter, which contains the numeral desig¬ 
nating its face value. The lower values of 1900-16 show the “Turul” or 
fabled bird of the Magyars flying over the sacred crown, while the kronen 
values show the on the Emperor’s head. So it can be easily seen that 
.the crown is very necessary in Magyar traditions.

CURIO NOTE 

(By Ralph L. King, Waukegan, Ill.) 


One of the oldest houses, if not the oldest, in Waukegan is the building 
which is occupied by John R. Lawrence, veteran locksmith and curio collector, 
at 109 W. Madison street, Waukegan, Ill, which was built in 1848, seventy-two 
years ago. 

The interior has what is known to pioneer builders as split lath. The 
lath was made of a thin rough sawn board one-half inch thick. The boards 
were first nailed at the top and then split down every inch or so, so that by 
the time the board was completely nailed to the wall it covered! about twioe 
the space of the orginal board. 

Cot from a hickory sapling at the tomb of George Washington at Mt. 
Vernon, May 18, 1850, a cane made by Dr. John W. Graves is one of the 
valued possessions of John R. Lawrence, veteran locksmith and curio 
collector, of Waukegan, Ill. Graves lived at Lowell, Mass., and was an uncle 
of Mr. Lawrence. He also is the possessor of a bow-front bureau, which his 
grandmother, Mrs., Thomas Rowan, of Philadelphita, purchased when she 
went to housekeeping in 1806. It was her grandson. Major Rowan, who made 
a brilliant record in the Civil War In the secret servce and worked with 
General Phil Sheridan throughout the war. 

Mrs. Andrew Efinge, of Waukegan, Ill., is the possessor of hn Irish copper 
cent coined in the 18th century which her brother, now deceased, found while 
doing some excavating at Indian Point. It is believed the coin was buried in. 
an Indian grave. It bears the likeness of Georgius III on the converse side 
and the date and picture of an Irish harp on the obverse side. 

Two rare, old law books, one published In 1711 and the other in 1741, 
are among the valued possessions of Mrs George Radford, of this city. The 
aooks came from England and Ireland. The one is "Powell on Mortgages,” _ 
contains 558 pages and was published in Dublin in 1741. 

The other book, “The Complete Attorney” contains 599 pages and van 
printed in London, 1711. 

Both are bound in calf-skin and are in excellent state of preservation. '

Old Fort Snelling, the rendezvous of the pioneer Indian hunters, and the 
training headquarters of our later wars, is to serve its country once again. 

This time it will not be behind stone walls beyond which the soldier dare 
not venture unless prepared for the arrows of the red man. This time it wilt 
not be under the pressure of the often discouraging news from the trenches in 
Europe. For this time our country is offering training to its younger men in 
,>mes of peace, training for all the duties of citizenship in an environment of 
•ranquility and good will. 

The recent war should have taught th e people one thing, and that is the 
importance of preparedness, — not the preparedness, necessarily, of large 
■navies and jtanding armies, but the preparedness of th e individual man. All 
who had any part in the training of men in the late conflict know that if, dur- 
|ipg lire soldiers life as a citizen, he had received what the boys will get at 
snelling in one month, it would have meant his being prepared for action at 
least three months sooner. This extra period may mean the life of our nation 
some day. 

And the national army officers learned .something of importance in their 
the jf. turn^i They learned that the American people will never reach prepared¬ 
ness through the standing army. Nor will the people ever permit regular army 
:raining methods to be applied to a Citizen army. The fact that the regular 
trmy learned that lesson, and the supposition that the people have learned 
the value of preparedness, have governed the policy of this year’s citizens' 
training camps. 

In the first place, this year’s camps are open only to those who have had n 0 
previous military training, thus assuring a policy of posting each incoming 
generation on the elements of national defense. In the second place, the 
:igid requirements in regard to character are sufficient to assure the people 
-hat by going the boys will not be joining the army, but will be In the com¬ 
pany of others like themselves. Next, any tendency that may be thought too 
militaristic is abolished by the rule that attendance at these camps does not 
involve one in any future obligation to serve. And last, but not least, the edm- 
templated program is sufficient to convince the most skeptical that it will bo 
a month well spent. The work covered includes physical examination and 
lorrection of minor defects, and athletic training with th e view to making the 
members of the camp instructors along this line. '

NOTES— BY TARPY 


The Postoffice Department has recently issued some authoritive informa¬ 
tion with regard to the dies made for the printing of the 2c and 3c envelopes. 
They mention that a number of different dies weYe used in ‘‘experimental 
work" but only .three kinds were used in surcharging envelopes which were 
placed on sale. This was the “2 CENTS’’ variety and two varieties with 
figure two-on the head and either vertical or horizontal cancelling bars. 

The inference is given that there are several, perhaps many, more kinds 
of experimentally surcharged envelopes in the Dept, at Washington, but that„- 
they were not placed on sale. 

After the preliminary tests were made th* y ordered ten dies each for In- 
t>o) ational and Universal canceling machines. This makes eleven dies in all 
-‘■r the International and that seems to be all that were ever ordered for this 
type of machine. The International machine uses the overprint “with vertical 
bars wide apart" and which is listed as type III by Bartels. The overprint 
listed as “Washington III—10" by Bartels is evidently one of the first made aa 
envelopes with this overprint were bought by the writer direct from Washing- 
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ton in the spring of 1920. This was when the overprinting first started and 
before the Washington P. O. began their refusal to fill mail orders. 

The list as given by the Department tallies very nicely with that made by 
collectors. They state that dies for use in International machines that had 
been obtained for the preliminary tests were furnished to New York and 
Cleveland in January and February 1920, and the whole series are credited to 
the same towns as collectors had credited them except this Washington III 
- 10 which is shown as sent to Chicago (Ward's “Chicago 2”) but envelopes 
from this die w-ere sold in Washington weeks before Chicago ever had any 
die. The variety listed by Bartels as “Wash. ITT—9” is credited to the Divi¬ 
sion of Stamps in the Department List. 

The dies for use in Universal machines are more complicated. The var¬ 
iety with horizontal lines was one of the experimental dies for this type of 
canceling machine. It was used in Washington, St. Louis and Chicago. The 
length of the bars varying in each case. Washington also put out this variety 
in red ink. 

The overprint of a figure 2 and “vertical lines close together" are also 
for use in Universal machines and 33 are listed as having been delivered to the 
various postoffices. Up to May 1st, only 28 of these had been located by 
collectors leaving 5 to still be found. Some of these will need some explain¬ 
ing, for instance, San Francisco is credited with one in the first shipment 
made in March 1920, along with Des Moines, Los Angeles, Pittsburg, St. Paul, 
and Seattle, but who ever saw a type IV San Francisco? Chicago is also 
credited with one in June, 1920, making three dies for Chicago, but has never 
been found. Washington IV— 5 is given as Kansas City and it has been 
known for sometime that it was used there though the first found of this kind 
were in a Washington postoffice. 

The Louisville die was first sent to Ithaca, N. Y., and from there to 
•Louisville. No die is mentioned as being used in Memphis and none is credit¬ 
ed to Nashville, very likely the work was done at the latter place. 

The other varieties yet to be found are Meridian, Manchester, N. H., and 
San Juan, P. R„ as these were sent out about the first of the year they will 
probably soon show up. _

now as if the whole series might run up even to 1600.

SCANDINAVIAN ISSUES POPULAR—Written for the Philatelic West by 

V. W. Rotnem. 


During the last few years the postage issues of Scandinavia, and hy that 
'erm 1 mean Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Danish West Indies, Iceland and Fin- 
‘and, have become very popular. As the field of collectors has increased, 
specialists have become more numerous. A “jack of all trades” philatelist is 
becoming a much scarcer person than formerly. The specialists, catering to 
the minutest details of a country or group of countries, is being recognized as 
the wise collector both from the viewpoin tof science and finance. 
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Very much interest has been apparent in the issues of Great Britain, Ger¬ 
man States, United States and British North America for a number of years. 
The plating possibilities of Norway one, the numeral cancellations of Den¬ 
mark, the shades of Danish West Indies, the various saw tooths of Ice¬ 
land are just being discovered. 

Almost every time I see the Danish West Indie and Denmark specialist 
of the Northwest, A. A. Kranhold, he has a new discovery to tell me about. 
Either an old German postmark has been found on a certain issue, this nu¬ 
meral cancellation on Denmark has at last been located or the 16ore brown 
Iceland has been found with a watermark tipped to a forty-five degree angle. 
Varieties that are obtainable today at a song are in the future to become 
rarities. 

The story of Norway one is an example of what the entrance of the 
specialist into the field has done. In 1904 the stamp wos worth just fifteen 
cents. Today fine copies bring from three to five dollars. This will be 
duplicated in many other issues of this northern group within the next few 
years. Certain of the small Denmark are becoming exceedingly scarce, the 
first Lion issue of Norway has four distinct types all of which are extremely 
hard to obtain in perfect condition". The existence of ready recognizable var¬ 
ieties is going to increase the demand for those specimens. 

A prominent Yankee philatelist once told me that it was because of the 
preponderence of Swedes and Norse in the northwest that we thought Scanda- 
navia popular. I beg to differ. The old fellows are loyal to their home-coun- 
iries when it comes to philately, but some of the biggest enthusiasts are found 
in Louisianna, Texas, California, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. 

In the next issue we shall go into the details of various issues giving 
the number of each issued and the possibilities for the increase in value in 
the near future of the early issues-of Scandinavia. We intend to take up the 
first issue of each country by itself and trace them thru first, rather than take 
one country by itself from ^tart to finish.

Friend Brody says, I shall say something but as I cannot say it, so I shall 
try tc write a few lines, and of couse it must be about foreign revenue stamps, 
and the West has to speed it so I can get also a little more steam up, and 
give you a little dope more often on this subject. Our neighbors across the 
Hio Grande up to 1911 used to be staid in the 3 issues every year, the Federal 
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anvays imperf., and Documentary perfect, and the Renta Interior with a talon 
always also perforated. Of course there have been also some Hilaza y Thidoa 
{Needle and Thread), Instruction Primaria (Public Instruction) and Metales 
Preciosos (Precious Metals) appearing quite regularly, but the interest ia 
^centered in the first three mentioned. Since. 1912 the Federal come rouletted, 
also the Documentos and R. I. and at other years perforated or both to¬ 
gether in the same years lige the Documentos of 1911—12 come both ways,, 
also R. I. of the same year. Outside the regular Government issues there have 
been a good many Rebel issues, but of this some other time. 

We are familiar with the town surcharges, and in fact, they are necessary 
to prove that the stamps have a regular fiscal value, and not merely a re 
mainder, of which some are floating around. But many bear also an additional 
surcharge and the earlier one wdtli the surcharge, “Alcoholes” I know of is 
the R. I. of 1894 the 10c and 1 peso, also some late ones of 1904, 1905 and 1906, 
and 1914, have quite a variety of drinks to record: Alcohols, Liquores, Vinos,, 
i wine), Cervezas (beer), on values from 2 cents up to one peso. The only 
Doc. with Alcoholes is the issue of 1911-12 Roul. or Perf., values from lc to 
10 pesos. Explosivos you can find on R. I. of the years 1905 and 1906. Im 
-puesto Minero (Mining Tax) on 1899, 1902, 1904. Capitals on the 1, 10, 25c, 1 
peso of R. I. 1914-15. Oro Impuesto (Gold Tax) on later issues of 1917 or 18 
The years I mention are those which 1 have myself, or I have seen, but must 
!, e many other years, and all these surcharges offer a very interesting side 
line of a straight line: Mexican revenues. With these mauy designs, various 
subjects, pretty colors it is a wonder why they are not taken as a hobby, and 
without being put down as a knocker, even more attractive than our 
own T r . S. revenues, but perhaps they lack the dollar and cents incentive.

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GOSSIP FOR STAMP DEALERS

Did you ever try to sell stamps in a community where you didn’t know 
of a customer and find to your surprise that many persons do collection on the 
' sly”? Well I did. I live in a city of about 20,000 population. I made up a 
few sets and good grade singles and placed them in the window of a book¬ 
store. With the display I also included a few handlettered cards, telling why 
It pays to collect stamps, also calling attention to cheap packets, hinges, 
albums, etc. Three days after I put in the initial stock the bookseller sent 
me an S. O. S. calling for more stamps. I restocked him and two days 
latter a woman cleaned out every different set he had. In three months this 
sideline has proved profitable to the book dealer and still more profitable to 
me. I allow him 20 per cent for bis commission, and he is satisfied, having 
no capital invested, and the stock all ready to sell.

We cuss the profiteer and then in the same breath charge some customer 
200 per cent more than what the stuff cost us. How many dealers do you 
know who are buying a lot of cheap Neurope and other stuff and sell it at 
the same discount they are getting for their hard-to-get stamps? "When a 
dearler buys a bargain why not pass it on to the collector at like prices? A 
satisfied customer s a better one than the one who has to keep watching you 
so you won't slip over a raw deal. I know a wholesale dealer who gets my 
trade in everything simply because I know that when he drives a good bar¬ 
gain I also get the benefit. There’s a lot of profiteering* going on today in 
stamps as well as sugar, and w^e all know what happened to the sugar hogs; 
there’s one in my town who is losing $12 on every sack of sugar he is selling 
simply because he “gypped” his customers and they started dealing else¬ 
where and now he has a lot of cheap sdgar on his hands. If this dealer had 
been satisfied with a fair profit his customers would have taken ihis stock 
off his hands before the slump came.

Mexico seems to be getting back on its feet quicker than many of us bad 
anticipated. A few years ago it w r as stripped of all money except worthless 
paper, issued by the states and various revolutionist leaders. To-day 'all this 
junk has disappeared and the country is back on a sound financial basis. 
With all his faults Carranza led the way in the right direction and tried hard 
vo give Mexico a sound currency?' 

No new coins have been issued in Mexico since, but it is rumored tbat a 
50 peso piece in gold will be struck before long. 
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The new British coins in low grade silver are now circulating, but are 
tar from satisfactory to the people. Shopkeepers, street car conductors anc 
bankers, and all who daily handle much money, complain that the new coins 
quickly become sticky and filthy, are disagreeable to the touch. After a week 
in circulation they have lost their bright mint lustre and take on the appear¬ 
ance, which suggest counterfeit coin. 

The result is not surprising, as all other' countries where coins in low 
grade silver have been tried, have had the very same experience. Low grade 
stiver seems to have a tendency to collect filth quicker than any other com¬ 
position of metals.

Francisco Villa, the former bandidt leader, but now living the quiet life 
of a farmer on a ranch given him by the government, lias lately been going 
from point to point in the state of Chihuahua, Mexico, on mysterous visits 
Friends of Villa in El Paso, Texas, declare he is collecting loot which he 
collected during his balmy days banditry. During his years of rading Villa 
stole millions of pesos. Much of this, particularly when it was gold coin, he 
buried in isolated parts of Chihuahua. Now that he has become a “gentlemen 
farmer'’ he is said to be visiting bis caches one by one and removing .his 
treasure. His friends say he has recovered many thousands of pesos and 
that be intends giving it back to bis victims.

You may not have been an admirer of the bombastic, saber rattling Ger¬ 
many, but if you are a coin collector, imbued with the right spirit, you will 
nevertheless appreciate the German coinage. Not many countries offer a 
greater variety in silver dollars, for instance, many of which are of great 
historical interest. There are a great number of commemorative issues oS 
silver dollars—more than in any other country. Commemorative silver do! 
lars were even coined during the war. And its gold coinage, which for the 
most part belongs to a comparatively recent date, is also interesting. If you 
therefore, are at all interested in Germany's coinage, it would be a good 
policy to secure some of these coins while it is still possible to get them, 
because—if Germany is made to pay Iter war indemnity—which she ought tc 
the country will be stripped of money, and as it is paid over to the Allies, 
the gold at least will be recoined and thereby lost to the numismatist. 

The currency used in Germany at the present time is for the most part 
paper and tokens in cheap metals, issued tty communities, cities and coun¬ 
ties, who promise to redeem this currency, but it is not likely that it will be 
.redeemed. Much of this is really artistic and every interesting. Some time 
ago the govvernment experimented with porcelain coins, but this venture was 
abandoned.

ON AUTOGRAPH COLLECTING—By Elmer V. Heise. 

Stamp collectors are legion; there are large numbers of coin collectors, 
-here are those who collect paintings, Indian relics, old furniture, snuff boxes, 
old pipes, dishes, and what not; and there are AUTOGRAPH COLLECTORS. 

; am of the latter species—and proud of it! 

When someone says or a certain party: “He collects stamps”, you seem 
interested, or shrug your shoulders, and soliloquize thus: “Another NUT." 
This to the unitiated. Whatever cognomen you may pin upon your collector 
friend, whether he collects stamps, coins, furniture, or bee's vyings from the 
source of the Amazon, you have a hazy idea of what he collects; but, generally 
speaking, if you say “he collects Autographs,” your friend will look at you 
askance, and wonder if you are pointing out some new form of criminal, or 
someon who has Fordetis in his cerebrum. 

But Autograph collecting, let me gently inform you, is a much older hobby 
than stamp collecting, snuff-box collecting, coin collecting, et cetera and at aL 
I am pretty well convinced that some of the Bablyonians were autograph col 
lectors; and it is an authorized fact that the great Alexandrian library had a 
remarkable collection of manuscripts. But lot me digress a little and ex 
plain exactly what “Autograph Collecting” is. 

Autograph collecting is the collecting of the original writings of famous 
people; the collecting of original signatures, letters of and documents signed, 
ay them. It is not, as many presume, collecting fac-similies of their auto¬ 
graph: Autograph colectors collect the ORIGINAL WRITING ONLY, 

Once you become interested in collecting autographs you will nevermore 
care for stamps, coins or necklaces made by some savage in the wilds of 
Borneo. 1 know; for before being inoculated with the autograph “germ” I 
collected ‘bout everything, from relics, coins and stamps to photographs of 
famous actresses (including burlesque queens, etc.). Then I caught auto- 
graphitis. This was quite some years since, and I have been a faithful devotee 
ever since. 
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There is, to begin with, a personal touch in autograph collecting. When 
you procure, say, a letter written by Gen’l. W. T. Sherman, you have something 
that is part of the man himself; you have his very thoughts before you. 
When you have a stamp in your hand, what have you? A product of the press 
and the inkpots! There is no personal touch to it, save that of the engraver 
and printer and the postoffice clerk But when you take that, Sherman letter 
in your hand, you have that almost indefinable thrill: Long years ago the great 
Civil war General rested his hand upon the very piece of paper you now hold 
in your hand. You can visualize it lying upon his desk, his hand resting 
lightly upon it as he prepares to write, or as lie pauses in the writing 
of it. The very hand of Sherman has touched it, thus glorifying it. 

You pick up a document or a letter of Lincoln, the hand of the immortal 
“Abe” has touched that paper you have in your hand. You may have his 
portrait upon a stamp, but is there anything personal in it? And have you thc- 
only one? Nix, no, not! A legion of others have the same ttrftig. But in 
autographs: No man ever writes two letters alike, or even writes his signa 
ture alike twice, thus everything you have is UNIQUE,, THERE IS NO 
OTHER LIKE IT! 

If stamps trace the course of history and the rise and fall of Empires what 
about autographs? Stamps can trace the rise and fall only since the advent 
of the penny back in 1840; autographs can trace history since the time of the 
Ptolemies. I have held in my hand-held this very day, in fact, a document 
signed by Etienne Jean, private secretary of Queen Blanche of Navarre. 
Etienne Jean signed the parchment on February 3, 136S, near three-quarters 
of a thousand years ago. And the writing was as legible as tho written a year 
since. 1 have recently seen the following, and handled them: the original of 
that classic poem "Old Grimes is Dead”; the original manuscript, in Robert 
Burn s own handwriting of his poem "To Miss Jeany Cruikshank”; a complete 
score of a church cantata in the hand of the great Bach, dead these 170 long 
years. And many others. ' 

Wouldn’t you like to possess an original document signed by the great 
Napoleon, or of Marie Antoinette, George Washington, Lincoln, Grant, Jeff 
Davis—or in fact any of the great of past centuries? YOU CAN. You are’ 
limited in what you may possess by one thing only: Mazuma, cash, rocks 
or in English, money. 

And you can collect autographs whatever your income. You can buy 
letters and documents of noted people for as little as 25c each. For the 
amount you would pay for rare stamps, stone axe, tomahawk, or pieces of 
antique furniture, you could be the happy possessor of a letter or document 
of Lord Nelson, Napoleon, Byron, Louis XIII, George I, and countless others 
For from 50c to $1.00 each you can have fine original letters of, say, George 
William Curtis, Edward Everett ITale. of most any of the cabinet members 
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of , the 19th century administration, and of many Revolutionary and pre- 
Revolutionary notablees,—such, for instance, as Meschek, Weare, Hember 
of that historic Congress in Albany, 1754, or of some of the famous Hous- 
touns of Georgia, all famed in the Revolution, etc. 

If you want autographs of Presidents of the U. S. you can procure original 
signatures of many at $1.00 to $2.00 each, such as J. Q. Adams, James Madi¬ 
son, James Monroe, Jas. Buchanan, John Tyler( Martin VanBuren, Taft. 
Roosevelt, Wilson Hayes, Garfield, Washington, John Adams, Zachary Taylor 
and Abraham Lincoln. 

If you have literary inclinations, you can secure full A. L. S. (Autograph 
Letters Signed) of William Cullen Bryant, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, Fitz-Greene Halleck, and the like at $2.50 to $5,00 
each depending on the interest of the letter, its length, etc. You can pro¬ 
cure autograph signatures of any of those mentioned for a mere $1.00 or less 
Such is the lure, fascination, grip,—call it what you will, of autograph 
collecting, that once you succumb to its alluring pleasures j«Su will nevermore 
be aught but an “Autograph Collector.”

JEWELS OLDER THAN HISTORY. 


The names of precious stones reach so far back in the depths of time th u 
their original meaning cannot be traced. 

This is true of the word “emerald.” So far as seems to be known, it is 
a derivative or a variant of a Sanskrit word meaning a precious stone, but no 
doubt the people who spoke Sanskrit gave it the name because of something 
whwh the stone meant to them. It may have been given this name because of 
its color, its hardness, its rarity, or because of something which it symbolized 
it may be that the ancient and sacred language of India adopted the word 
from some older language and that in the long association between the stone 
and its name, the first significance of the name had been lost. 

The same condition is found in the case of the word “opal.” It meant to 
the.Greeks a particular and beautiful stone. Distinguished students of lan¬ 
guage can but conjecture what the word “opal” meant in the beginning of its 
use. It may have been some ancient words signifying a multitude of colors, 
or a peculiar iridescent luster, but that is mere guessing. 
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The word “diamond” is sought to be explained as meaning “something-ex¬ 
ceedingly hard which may be seen through,” and is said to have been formed 
n£ the Greek words "dia” which means “through” and “adamant,” which 
stands for extreme hardness. It is fairly plausable, but it is probable that 
the word diamond” or something like it may be found in a language older 
than Greek. , 

“Pearl” is thought by some writers to come from the Latin “prula,” 
meaning “a little pear.” because so many fine pearls were pear shaped. 

“Ruby” is thought to have been called from “rubber,” the Latin for 
■nd.” but it may be that the word “rubber,” meaning red, was derived from 
the name of the ruby.

START A COIN COLLECTION. 1 


It is surprising how few collectors and exchangers devote their atten¬ 
tion to coin collecting in comparison with those who\ollect stamps and 
postcards. Nearly everybody at some time during his or her life has become 
interested in either stamp collecting or the collecting of postcards or both. 
The sincere ones keep on collecting and before long have a collection to be 
proud of The former ones are the kind that we are interested in. 

If more collectors and exchangers would start out to form a collection of 
coins they would lie surprised what a fascinating hobby this is. A coin col 
lection representing issues of the different countries is indeed a thing of 
beauty * , 

A great many people have the idea that it takes more money to form a 
coin collection than it does one of stamps, but this is not the case. It is true 
that the cheaper grade of stamps can be obtained in quantities at a small 
Price, but after one has all the cheaper grades of stamps, which does not take- 
very long, it will be found that the scarcer stamps cost about the same pride as 
do the scarcer coins. Coins, as well as stamps, become scarcer every year 
and advance in price and are usually a good investment. ' 

It is a good idea when starting a coin callection to try to obtain different 
coins from every country. The copper and silver coins of the different repre¬ 
sent almost as great a variety as do stamps. When starting out it is well to 
purchase a book with blank pages to be used as a record for your coins and 
notes concerning them. By placing a coin under a sheet of paper and rub 
bing over the place where the coin is, a fine impression or “rubbing” can be 
made of the coin and can be kept in your book. 
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“Deacon” Smith as he was familiarly known amongst friends was per. 
haps one of the best posted men on Coins and Curios. Many years ago 
he had charge of the Detroit Historical Exhibit at Public Library, here he 
met many of the leading collectors of the country, always the same, kind, 
good-heax'ted and a pleasant man to meet. 

Leaving the Public - Library, he went into business himself on Gratiot 
Ave. dealing in Curios, things, Coin, Paper Money and Stamps. His col¬ 
lection was a wonderful one. His coins were most complete especially 
•the Roman issues, also f oieign and U. S. 

Some years later he moved to Randolph street where he occuppied two 
floors, giving his exhibit more room. Many collectors used to gather here 
daily and talk stamps, coins; making exchanges and getting information 
on subjects not clear to them. Deacon Smith met with a car accident 
some years ago from which he never fully recovered although he was 
able to be about some. Of late h e started in again to sell his coins which 
*he kept up until he died. He was 82 years old.

OUR COINS AS METRIC WEIGHTS.

»ew r five-cent piece weighs exactly five grams,, and the 10, 25 and 50-cent silver 
pieces weigh one gram for each four cents. Two 10-cent pieces will balance 
one nickel, and all of these coins may be conviently used as weights or to 
check metric ‘scales.

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THE SMALLEST BIBLE ON EARTH 


What is said to be the smallest Bible on earth is owned, by Mrs. John Irvin, 
Ninth street and Arlington avenue, Mount Washington, It is 7-10 inch long, 
ii-10 inches wide, about 1-2 inch thick. It is compared with a dime in the 
picture. 

Mrs. Irvin has just returned from a visit to Sweden and got the Bible from 
her brother-in-law, Hjalmar Hanson, in Stockholm. It was printed in 1805, 
and has come down through the family since then It contains the whole 
New Testament, every line of every book. A person must use a magnifying 
class of considerable power to read it. 

Mrs. Irvin was offered a handsome price for the Bible, both on shipboard 
on the way home and since she has been in this country, but she intends to 
keep it as an heirloom. A widely-advertised “smallest Bible in the world,” 
which Mrs. Irvin bought to compare with her own, is 1 5-16 by 15-16 inches 
in size, and contains only four books of the New Testament. Mrs. Irvin’s 
Bible is printed in English.

ARMISTICE CAR A MEUSEUM. 

We called attention recently to the state of neglect which characterizes 
the corner of the forest of Compiegne, near the Franc Port crossroads, where 
on November 11, 1918, in Marshal Foeh’s train, sidetracked on a military 
railway line, the German plenipotentiaries came to receive and sign the 
armistice conditions imposed on conquered Germany by the allies. 

We might add that this “spene of the armistice” constitutes a historic 
souvenir sufficiently noble'to be protected and conserved. M. Fournier-Sar- 
iovez, mayor of Compiegne, has since announced in the course of a local pa¬ 
triotic ceremony, that the scene of the armistice signing would be safeguarded 
and that a monument would be erected there. 

On the other hand, the Compagnie Internationale des Wagons Lits and the 
Grands Europeens Express, recently offered to the French government the his¬ 
toric car No. 2419D, in which the German plenipotentiaries were received. M. 
Noblemaire has already designed an appropriate decoration for the famous 
car. At each end of the compartment on the freize which runs around the 
ceiling, two medallions, surmounted by allegorical figures, bear' inscriptions. 
At one end the inscription reads: “In this car was signed, at Franc Port near 
Compiegne, November 11, 1918, at 5 o’clock, the convention of armistice im¬ 
posed upon the Germans by the victors of the allied armies. The plenipoten 
tiaries were: For the alied governments, Foch, marshal of France, command 
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er-in-chief of the allied armies, assisted by Admiral Wemyss, first lord of the 
British admiralty. For the German government, Secretary of State Erzberger 
president of the German delegation; Minister Plenipotentiory Count Von Ober- 
dorf; Major General Von Vinterfeld; Post Captain Vanselov.” The inscrip¬ 
tion at the other end reads: “The Marne 1914, the Yser 1915, Verdun 1916, the 
Somme 1916,-battle of Franc 1918.” 

The French government, accepting the gift has decided that the armistice 
car shall henceforth be attached to the train of the president of the republic, 
who heretofore has not had a private dining car. M. Millerand used the car 
for this purpose on a recent trip to Verdun, but declared that it is also the 
government’s intention to turn it into a meuseuin to which the public would 
be admitted.

THE “KING OF THE CLAMS.” 


The museum of natural history in Hew York has newly obtained and 
placed on exhibition a “giant clam,” which is by far the largest of all known 
mollusks. It weighs five hundred pounds and the animal which tenanted the 
shell would in life have tipped the scales at thirty pounds. 

This creature, called the “king of the clams,” is native to the South Pa¬ 
cific, where it lives among coral reefs, embedded solidly in the coral rock. To 
dig out the specimen here mentioned was the work of half a dozen men for a 
week, the rock having to be carefully cut away in order not to injure the clam. 

A single clam of this remarkable species has served as dinner for fifty 
people. The shells have been used as recepticals for holding water in church¬ 
es. A fine specimen thus utilized may be seen in the Cathedral of Notre Dam> 
at Montreal, and there is another in the Church of St. Sulpice in Paris. 

It is, however’ a rare species. Which is just as well, perhaps, inasmuch as 
it has brought death to human beings. Occasionally it happens that somebody 
steps Into the shell of the living animal, which instantly .closes its valves, 
holding the victim helpless and hopeless of escape unless aid be at hand. He 
can be released only by cutting the great adductor muscle which holds the 
valves together with a strength equal to several horsepower. In such cir¬ 
cumstances the giant bivalve operates much like a bear trap, and in one rec¬ 
orded instance a 10-foot shark was captured by the tail. 

In Polynesia circular pieces of the white shell of the giant clam, highly 
polished, are worn on the foreheads of chiefs as insigna of high rank.

Although the discovery of gunpowder is ascribed, and no doubt correctly, 
to the Chinese at about the beginning of the Christian era it did not come 
into general usage until some thousand years later and not until the 14th 
century was-it used in warfare in Europe. 

The lirearm has passed through an amazing number of stages in its 
transition from the primative hand gun which consisted of little else but a 
barrel and a tough hole to the automatic rifle of today. The matchlock fol¬ 
lowed in 1480 and was followed some thirty years later by the wheellock 
which was invented in Nureburg and introduced into England soon after, 
if held sway for some 150 years.. The old saying that necessity is the mother 
of invention held good and produced the flintlock which came into being in 
i he early part of the 16th century and marked one of the mile stones of the 
development of the firearm. It is told that the matchlock with its burning 
wick andthe high cost of the wheellock caused the highwayman and foot¬ 
pads with which Europe abounded to cast about for some more convenient 
capon and the flintlock was the result. For a weapon of its rather crude 
ami simple construction it was a remarkably efficient and reliable arm. It 
vas the only gun which Daniel Boone knew and the tales of his time abound 
with accounts of his marksmanship. 

The famous Brown Bess of Wellington and Marlborough followed but 
v. as soon succeeded by the percussion cap and with it came the breech load¬ 
er. a large number of combinations and experiments were tried, the pinfire, 
the needle gun of the Francq-Prussian w ; ar and a number of others until the 
center fire metalic cartridge of today was arrived at and which seems to 
have come to stay. „ 

As would naturally be the case the periods of the greatest development 
uave been during the great wars almost all of them producing a distinctive 
weapon, the World War being no exception, in fact heading the list was an 
array of instrumentts of slaughter. This conflict was further worthy of dis¬ 
tinction for the number of weapons and methods long since consigned to the 
scrapheap as hopelessly obsolete which were resurrected and not only put 
to good use but came to be relied upon as vitally necessary? the “tin- hat” 
and the hand grenade did equal service with the machine gun and the air 
plane bomb. 

From the collectors viewpoint the firearm offers a vast and exceedingly 
interesting field, they can be readily gotten and usually for a low price ex¬ 
cept of course the choice pieces. The firearms of the far east are particullarly 
attractive for with the usual capacity of its denizens for combining the artis- 
tic with the utiliarian they turned out weapons of amazing beauty and oddity. 
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The work of the west is equally interesting and rank high in art and work 
manschip. In the early-days of the firearm, quantity production was an un 
known term and each piece had individuality written into every line and 
curve. Weapons with a war history a4d much to the interest of a collection. 
A collector could go far afield and fail to find a hobby more haloed in an 
atmosphere of romance than the weapon.

A gallery filled with a valuable collection of etchings and paintings by 
many of the world’s master artists, and ornamented with a huge collection of 
Asiatic pottery and glassware, was discovered in the home of the late Lucy 
.Maude Buckingham, at 2036 Prairie avenue, Chicago. An inventory filed yes 
tcrday in probate court disclosed this. The inventory values the collection at 
$300,000. The Chinese porcelain collection is worth approximately $32,065. 

Miss Buckingham was the daughter of Ebenezer Buckingham, banker and 
capitalist. She is survived by a sister, Kate Sturgis Buckingham and the 
major portion of the $2,500,000 estate is willed to her. 

Among many pieces of English luster ware in the collection is an Ethan 
Allen coffee pot which the inventory lists as worth $200. Another unique col 
lection consists of 1716 Japanese prints.

PRIMATIVE WEAPONS By Spencer Bickerton. 


Long before man found the need of clothing he found the need of a 
weapons, and in his development of it has written the history of the world. 
There is no more definite index to the character and psychology of a people 
than its weapon, the mighty battle axe of Richard the Lion Hearted, the 
stilleto of the Italian, the claymore of the brawney Scott, the rapier of the 
Spaniard and the Frenchman. 

A club of stone answered man’s first needs but it was not long before 
he found that the stone tied to the end of the club added to its efficiency, 
then he found that the stone could be given a cutting edge which added 
even further to its sphere of usefulness. The spear and javlin no doubt 
followed and then the bow and arrow. 

The metal weapon dates to prehistoric times as examples are fre- 
quently found which antedate written history. The weapon was such a vital 
requisition to existence that it is little wonder that it reached so wonderful 
a state of excellence, the hardening of copper and bronze practiced by the 
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Egyptians gave most remarkable results and the swords of Toledo and 
Japan can hardly be equaled today. 

In warfare the weapons preceding the age of gunpowder showed a most 
remarkable degree of ingenuity. The cross-bow was no mean weapon and 
won for William the Battle of Hastings. The catapults of the Romans and 
Greeks were capable of hurling rocks of incredable size. As in so many 
cases the same weapons were used by peoples of widely separated countries 
The bow and arrow we$e equally well handled by Robin Hood and the 
American Indian. The spear was thrown with equal dexterity by the ancient 
Creek and the ancient Hawaiian. 

To the collector the age before gunpowder is probably the most fascinat¬ 
ing as it links the present with the past and bridges that nebulous borderland 
which lies between history and mythology. Indian weapons offer a wide field 
and a very interesting one, probably the most inerestifig phase being the 
arrow head. The wide range of color of the flints from which hey are made 
make them of singular artistic interest. 

Japanese sword hilts make a unique and interesting collection, each 
shows the family crest and they range from the common verieties to the 
handiwork of the greatest artists of Japan, usually of bronze inlaid with 
gold and silver, many of more than passing interest and merit can be readily 
gotten at a small cost. 

The phase of weapon collecting are particularly endless, the only limit 
being the depth of the collector s purse, but interesting collections can be 
built up at a very small outlay or none at all. and few hobbies can rival it in 
interest. . .

The phrase “Millions for defense, but not one cent for tribute,’’ is attribut¬ 
ed to Charles Cotesworth Pinckney, at the time he was sent to France as aril 
American Commissioner, on suggestion of Tarryrand to the effect that a gift 
of money was a necessary preliminary to negotiations, the alternative being! 
var, is said to have replied: “War be it, then; millions for defense, sir, bub 
not one cent for tribute.” 

The phrase was later used in a political campaign in the early part of last; 
century, and the so-called Jackson cent, a political token of the time is in* 
scribed with this phrase. 

And the story runs, the phrase was used once more under quite dif* 
ferent circumstances. A mad bull was chasing a negro. In his efforts to gain 
a place of safety, the darkey exclaimed: “A million for de fence, but not one 
•ent for de brute.” 

C. O. Hanley:—No, state banks do not issue notes. Thisjjower or privil¬ 
ege ceased in 18f>4. This put an end to the so-called “wild-cat” money. 

Mr. K. M. Turner:—Regarding your question about the last mintage of U. 
A silver dollars, the answer is. that the last dollars were coined in 1904..

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STATISTICAL FIGURES OF LATVIA. 

Different special magazines are treating our country hauthtily, they 
sneer at the great number of emissions and imagine that these issues are 
only manufactured for earning money from the collectors a. s. o. One of 
these collectors, in the U. S. A. asked me to give him some information 
about the area of Latvia, the number of the inhabitants. As I am not in 
a position to* j;ive on “The Correspondence” a satisfactory answer to all 
those questions, I am giving here some figures. 

Latvia has an area of more than 64.000 sq. kilom. whilst Belgium has 
only 29.455 sq. kilom., Holland 34.185, Denmark 38,969, Switzerland 41.298, 
Serbia 48.303, and only Greece, having an area of 75.870 sq. kilom., has 
nearly the same area. The stamp country Bavaria surpasses but little 
Latvia “which is so small.” My American friend believes that Latvia is as 
small as Luxemburg or Alsace Lorraine (14522). 

Now something about the population: Latvia has 2,552,000 inhabitants, 
therefore more than Norvegia (2,257,790). Latvia has been admitted into 
the League of Nations—therefore nobody will have the possibility of con¬ 
founding Latvia with Liechtenstein, or S-Marino. Our annual budget sur¬ 
passes 3 milliards, and compared with the financial state, the receipts got 
by the sale of postage stamps, are very small indeed. But wise people 
believe that Latvia lives from the emission of stamps. I got the official 
figures of the budget year 1920-1921 from the General Post-Administration 
(I-IV—MV). According to these figures, the amount of the receipts of the 
Post is Rbl. 22,502,606, and the receipts are got by the sale of postage stamps. 

According to the opinion of wise people we do not need any post com¬ 
munication, as we do not write letters, and the stamps are only manufactur¬ 
ed for foreign dealers, resp. collectors, and especially for Berlin, Leipzig, 
a. s, o. According to these official figures, the Latvian Post has 148 Gen¬ 
eral Post-Offices, 158 branches, therefore 305, with 1,773 officials. 14,650,323 
inland malls have been forwarded during the year 1920-1921 and 5,883,200 
foreign mails, therefore together for more than 20 mill. 

I hope that these figures will sufficiently inform the philatelistic scrib¬ 
blers about our country. I wonder what they will say, after getting these 
figures, and I hope that they will consider this matter,

These dates and figures have been taken from a book which recently has 
been published by the ed. of the Statistical Office of th e Latvian State: 

“Country and People" by M. Skujeneek, Riga 1921, 392 p. in 80, Rbl. 200. 

Here’s a chance for botanists to discourse on their pet hobby. The Atchi¬ 
son County Mail says that an oddity in plant growth was recently brought to 
its office. It was a small, perfectly formed leal growing out of the face of a 
large begonia leaf the little leaf being exactly like the big leaf in every partic¬ 
ular and seeming to spring from a vein in the big leaf. It was nowhere neaf 
the stem or any portion of the plant where new leaves and sprouts usually 
come. It stands up and looks like a separate plant. 
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THE FIRST SALE OF THE FERRARY COLLECTION. 

The first portion of the greatest collection in existence was put up for 
Public Auction at the Hotel Drouot, Paris, on June 23rd last. After the death 
of the owner, the late M. Philipp La Renotiere von Ferrary, the French gov- 
ernnment sequestered the whole of this gigantic and most valuable collec¬ 
tion, and even two years ago it was rumored in certain philatelic circles 
that the entire collection was being catalogued and would be put up for 
auction in a few months, as soon as ready. Another report was circulated 
that at least two Syndicates were being formed with the intention of ac¬ 
quiring this magnificent accumulation of stamps by tender; however, none 
of these rumors proved correct. An inventory of the contents was prepared 
and the collection was then transferred to the vaults of the Banque de 
France, and all further surmises were mere guesswork. In fact nothing was 
decided upon as to the manner in which the collection should be dispersed, 
until early in May of this year the Minister of Justice suddenly gave the 
order that the collection in question should be sold by public auction, and 
that an initial sale was to be held almost immediately'. 

On looking through the first catalogue one could see at once that only 
a few samples of this amazing stock of rarities were being offered, and as 
the stamp-buying season was drawing to a close, many collectors rightly 
expected that bargains would be numerous and rarities easily obtainable. 
Although the sale did not commence -before two o’clock, a great many buyers 
assembled and waited at least an hour before the doors of the Hotel Drouot 
were opened. The sale room itself was a fair size, sufficiently large to 
hold from fifty to sixty people but not three hundred, the approximate number 
that attended the sale. There were one hundred and seventy-two lots to 
be sold, and this took over four hours in an overcrowded room amidst almost 
unbearable heat. 

Many collectors and dealers, provided with the necessary cash, had not 
even a chance of bidding, as at the very beginning of the sale one could 
judge that practically every lot sold would bring a record price, and it 
would be useless to expect great bargains. We know of one collector who 
had 300,000 francs in notes on him, and yet was not able to secure a single 
lot, and no doubt there were many others in the same position.

The stamps were 
20pf. on 10 kopecs blue and 40pf. on 20 kopecs blue and red.

“Boy, Page Monsieur Azerbaijan.” A woman walked up to the clerk in 
one of Geneva’s leading hostelries, where some of the most important dele¬ 
gations of the assembly are quarteded, and asked for “Monsieur Azerbaijan.” 
She had seen a reference to the gentleman in the morning's paper to the effect 
he was not to be admitted as a member of the League (of Nations), and she 
had come to solicit his autograph. She already had most of the delegates in 
her book, she said, but somehow had missed Mr. “Aberbaijan,” who undoubt¬ 
edly was here,, seeing that the papers spoke of him. Finally some kind-hearted 
human being told her the sad truth, and that the only place she would find 
“Azerbaijan” was upon the map. No wonder the non-collector looks askance 
at autograph collectors, when they take this to be a sample of the genus 
collector. . 

If I recall correctly, it was Mr. Adrian H. Joline who once remarked that 
he had never in all his years of collecting, written for an autograph to any¬ 
body. The pest who writes to people for their ‘signature’ should be consigned 
to-. 

The Kansas City Star of October 27th, 1920 published fac-similies of sig¬ 
natures of the Presidential candidates: Harding, Cox and of Calvin Coolidge. 
As penmen, the three gentlemen are splendid statesmen. 

California interest: “An autograph roster of the membership of the first 
Senate convened in California in San Jose from Dec. 15th, 1849 to April 22, 
1850, has been received by the Senate Library. This historic document was 
sent to Marshall de Motte, Chairman of the State board- of control, by Col. 
C. C Royce, of Washington, D. C., who was an intimate friend of General 
John Bidwell, one of the fourteen Senators. The signatures, although made 
over seventy years ago, are very legible, and the document is in a fine state 
of preservation. Vocationally the Senators were divided as follows: Four 
lawyers, four farmers, four merchants, one trader and one surgeon.” This 
note is from the Los Angeles Sunday Times, Oct. 24, 1920. 

A remarkable collection: A portion of the collection of Mr. John C. Claw- 
con of Buffalo, was said at Anderson’s Nov. 29th and 30th. The collection 
contained some remarkable autographs, including an A. L. S. of Major John 
Andre, manuscripts of Charlotte Bronte, Robert and Elizabeth Barrett Brown¬ 
ing, an A. L. S. of Robert Burns, and A. L. S. of Oliver Cromwell, several 
dozen letters of Dickens, documents signed by Edward III and Edward IV 
of England; 7 A. L. S. of Thomas Gray, a D. S. by Nell Gwynn, a superb 
letter of John Keats, a wonderful letter of Charles Lamb, a lock of Napoleon’s 
hair, an A. L. S. ot Sir Walter Raleigh, and many other fine things. This 
was one of the finest, lots of autographs offered in some time, and by all odds, 
the finest sold this year. Many of these items are almost unique, such as the 
Cromwell and Raleigh A. L. S.'s, etc. 


Along in April, 1S91, Hugh McCullough penned a remarkable letter. It 
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was written to a gentleman in Fort Wayne, Indiana, and I believe it unpub¬ 
lished. It is of such historical value that I quote it in full: "The desc _! ption 
of what occurred at the Executive Mansion, when the intelligence was re¬ 
ceived of the surrender of the Confederate forces, which you quote from the 
Western Christian Advocate is not only absolutely groundless, but absurd. 
After I became Secretary of the Treasury I was present at every Cabinet 
meeting, and I never saw Mr. Lincoln or any of his ministers upon his knees 
or in tears. NVe were not especially jubilant over Lee’s surrender, for this 
we had been prepared for some days. The time of our gi’eat rejoicing was a 
little earlier. After General Sherman had commenced his celebrated march 
to the Sea, and long and weary days had passed without any report from him, 
we werevdlled with anxiety and apprehension. It was when the news came 
that he and his army in excellent condition, were in the neighborhood of 
Charleston, that our joy was irrepressible, not only because of their safety 
but because it was an assurance that the days of the Confederacy were nearly 
ended. With Grant before Richmond in command of Superior forces, and 
Sherman with the finest Army in the World, ready to move northward, every¬ 
body felt that the War must soon be concluded, and that the Union was safe. 
We were happy of course when Gen. Lee and his severely tried soldiers, laid 
down their arms, but this, as I have said, was not unexpected, It was when 
our anxiety in regard to Sherman, was succeeded by hopefulness and confi¬ 
dence that our joy became exuberant, but there was no such exhibition of it 
as has been published by the Advocate.” A remarkable letter! 


Manuscript copies of "AMERICA,” signed by S. F. Smith the author, are 
getting increasingly difficult to procure. It is interesting to recall that but a 
few years since one could procure full copies for $7.50 very readily. They now 
sell around $40.00 at sales; quite some appreciation. At that, very few come 
up, and they are very difficult to procure. You will seldom see one offered for 
sale, nowadays. 


An A. L. S. of Gwinnett, the Signer of the Declaration was recently offered 
at a New York sale. It is the only A L. S. of Gwinnett known, but is no i a 
very desirable specimen, being written in the 3rd person for Mrs. Gwinnett. 
Nevertheless and to the contrary notwithstanding, the item is one of excessive 
rarity. Anything of Gwinnett at all is of extraordinary rarity. 


Speaking of the Signers recalls a joke I read recently. The school teacher 
propounded the question, “Where did they sign the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence?” and the usual “small boy” answered “At the bottom.” True enough, 
at that.

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THE LETTISH AIR POS^—By George H. Jager, (Libau). 

On aiA.A.-'/'nt of the Riga International exhibition, taking I'lace from the 31st 
of July to the 28th of August, 1921, and having a great success, a brisk 
air-service has been established for passengers and mails between Germany, 
Latvia, Lithuania and Esthoriia, with the participation of some well known 
air-shipping companies. 

The first air-mail from Berlin via Danzig and Memel arrived in Riga on 
the 5th of July, and brought to Riga especially magazines of Berlin. On the 
9th’ of July, trial flights, upon Riga with Focker airplanes, of the Danzig 
air-shipping company took place, in the presence of the Minister of Com¬ 
munication of the Latvian Republic and the Postmaster General of the 
the Latvian General Post Administration. The first air-mail from Riga to 
Germany has been already forwarded, according to an official statement, on 
the Uth of July (by the Danzig air-shipping company) and we hope, that 
in such a way the base has been created for a regular air communication, 
between Latvia and the “foreign countries.” I underline the words “foreign 
countries,” as during the railway strike in the republic of Latvia ordinary 
mail bags were already forwarded by air-post to Wenden, Wolmar and Walk. 

As a brisk air-communication was to be expected during the exhibition, 
special postage stamps have been issued for this purpose, designed by the 
artist Richard Sarrinsch: An airplane flying upon the old town of Riga 
Mr. S. . . . has chosen a triagle for the air post stamps and the^e stamps are 
really a work of art. There are only 2 values; 10 Rbl. light-green and 20 
Rbl dark blue. A detailed description of these stamps has been published 
in the Latvian government's Advertiser, in No. 171 of the 3rd of August. 
Each of the three stamp margines is 35 mm broad. To have the design cor¬ 
rectly before oneself, the stamp must not be put like the three cornered 
Esthonian air-post stamp, but. cn its top. The centre design is surrounded 
by a 2, 5 mm frame. On the top: the 4(4 Kim inscription “Latwija.” Under 
the airplane, which wings are 15 mm, we see the panorama of Riga with the 
characteristical steeple of the Petri Church, a little farther the top of the 
cathedral (Dorn church) which is only traced. The airplane itself is sur¬ 
rounded by clouds. On the bottom: a ribbon with the inscription “Rublu” 
and in center of the dark ring—white figures “10” resp. “20” showing the 
value of the stamp. A little ornament is under the figures. 

The stamps have been printed in the state printing office only on th e 30th 
of July, on white paper with watermark (wavelike lines) going vertically 
from each other in a distance of about 2(4 mm. The paper which has been 
used Tor this purpose is a home product, at it has been manufactured at the 
“Liga Paper Mills” so w r ell known before in the w r hole word the wat. The 
name “Ligat Mills” was a very good one, and we see this name also on 
some Latvian ordinary postage stamps, printed in 1(4 large letters. We 
have been told that the definite emission of Lavian postage stamps (in the 
established Universal Post Union colours) have to be printed on the same 
paper. 

The emission of these marks: 20 Rbl, 300,000 pieces; 10 Rbl., 100,000 
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pieces. 15,000 pieces of each kind are out, the other perforate. 

The air-post stamps were put on sale at the postoffice of Riga on the 
31st of July, 1921, and an ardent dispute broke out on account of the im¬ 
perforate stamps; the Post Administration being charged with the inten¬ 
tional emission of such small amount of imperforate stamps a. s. e. 

The Chief of the Latvian State Printing Office who is also the designer 
of the air-post stamps, wrote me a letter on the 31st of July which contents 
I briefly mention as follows: 

“The emission o'f the air-post stamps took place just when we moved 
(The State-Printing Office moved at that time from Ltstadt Riga to the 
Moscow suburb.) (Moskauer Vorstadt) rem. of the ed. It must be mentioned 
that: First the paper arrived later than it was expected, and secondly the 
gumming machines being spoiled, the gumming of these stamps is hand¬ 
made, and therefore there was no possibility to perforate them. But, in 
spite of all difficulties arisen by this event, the stamps were ready at. the 
beginning of the exhibition and could be used for the first airmail. I take no 
interest in the development of the speculation, being about this matter of the 
same opinion as our Minister of Finance. I can only tell you, that until 
Saturday nobody knew that imperforate air-post stamps too would appear. 
Such stamps have never been ordered.’’ 

Concerning the air-post service, different decrees were published by the 
Latvian General Post Administration in the “Latvian Government’s Adver-, 
tiser, which contents I mention briefly as follows: The Latvian Govern¬ 
ment’s Advertiser published on the 29th of July, an air-service had to be 
established between Riga and Memel and between Riga and Kovno. Be¬ 
sides this, an air-post service will be arranged between Memel a Kovno, and 
Berlin via Konigsberg i-Pr., as with other foreign countries for ex England, 
Holland a. o. m. In the same number the mail rates of the air-post have been 
published: For one letter and each 20 gr. or their parts and cards, 20 Rbl.; 
for printed matters, for each 50 gr. or their parts, 10 Rbl., besides the already 
established rate for ordinary mail. The mail-bags forwarded by air-post must 
bear a distinctly written inscription; “Gaisa pasta—Par avion.’’ Not duly 
franked mail will not be accepted. The ordinary postage stamps may be 
used for the air-post. Mails which have been forwarded by air-post, are ac¬ 
cepted at every postoffice. The rates have already been published in the 
Latvian Government’s Advertiser of the 28th of July, 1921, number 166, and 
a detailed time-table of the air-post service has been published by the Latvian 
Government’s Advertiser, of the 3rd of August, No. 171. From this time¬ 
table it is clearly to be seen that already 3 regular air-post lines are estab¬ 
lished: 

1. Between Riga and Danzig via Memel and Konigsberg i-Pr. Arrival to 
Riga, on Monday, Thursday and Saturday, at 17th o’clock. Departure from 
Riga on Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday at 12 o’clock. 

2. Between Riga and Reval (Esthonia); departure from Riga on Tuesday 
and Friday at 3 o’clock. Arrival on the same days, at 18 o’clock. An air- 
post communication beaween Reval and Stockholm has also been established. 

3. Between Riga and Kovno (Lithuania). Arrival in Riga on Tuesday, Sat- 
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urday and Sunday, at 3.o’clock. Departure: on Monday, Wednesday and 
Sunday, at 6:30. 

By a circular of the 6th of July, 1921, number 29955, the postmaster gen¬ 
eral of the Post-Administration of the Latvian Republic ordered that air-post 
stamps must be used only for the air-post service and that same are pro- 
h'fcited for ordinary post-service. 

After the Riga exhibition will be closed the air-post service will be 
maintained on the base of the already established time-table, as it is to be 
'teen from the Latvian Government’s Advertiser of the 5th of September, 
1921, number 199. 

In reply to my inquiry, I received a letter of the Latvian Republic, by 
which he informed me that during the Riga Exhibition—from 31st of July 
and the 2Sth of August—4,016 letters, 268 cards and about 20 printed mat¬ 
ters were forwarded from Riga. Nearly the same amount arrived from 
foreign countries during this time. From these figures it is to be seen that 
either the public is not sufficiently acquainted with this establishement, or 
the double rate for the air-post is too high, as the value of the Latvian 
rouble raises every day. If, in spite of this, the air-shipping companies have 
the intention to maintain the communication, it may be explained by the 
fact, that these companies have arranged their service especially for pas¬ 
sengers which is a very brisk one. Find probably they, that by the latter 
they are earning more. 


COUNTERFEIT PLOT IN GERMANY. 

Berlin.—An organization of counterfeiters which had been operating for 
more than a year and which is believed to have floated millions of marks of 
spurious money through agents in Poland, Silesia, Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo¬ 
slavia, as well as in Germany, has been broken up. 

The police have arrested two hundred persons in Berlin and other German 
cities on information furnished by a woman who was attempting to pass a 
rounterfeit 50-mark note. The woman said a Berlin bookbinder had been 
anufacturing the money. 


ENGLAND TO SEND OLD GUNS. 


Artillery Pieces, Used in Seventeenth Century, Coming to America 
Tampa, Fla,—Col. Sidney M. Hedges, a past commander of the an 
cient and honorable artillery company of Massachusetts, and chairman of the 
committee charged with restoring the old fort at Plymouth, Mass., announced 
here today receipt of a cable from the Earl of Denbigh, of the honorable 
artillery company of London, stating that the Massachusetts company’s re¬ 
quest for some artillery pieces of the same period as the old fort, the early 
part of the seventeenth century, had been granted by the British government. 
Two bronze contemporary specimens of minion and sacker have been found 
at the artillery camp at Woolwich arsenal, the cablegram stated, and will be 
sent to Plymouth.

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STAMP POLITICS. NEW BOLSHEVIST ISSUES.—By A. Jacob. 

Exclusive t(j “Philatelic West & Collector’s Guide.” 

The ethics of Bolshevism and the “triumph” of the workers over capital¬ 
ism are symbolised in the designs of the new Russian postage stamps, which 
are destined to play a prominent part in the worldwide campaign for the 
dissemination of Communistic doctrines. / 

Five values have so far been issued from the presses at Moscow excell¬ 
ently designed an' printed upon finely watermarked paper. They comprise 

1 rouble (ochre); 2 roubles (brown); 5 roubles (blue).. 20 roubles (dark 
blue); and 40 roubles (slate). The last named is executed in taille douce 
engraving and bears an allegory of a worker kneeling upon the carcass of the 
hydra-headed monster of Bourgeoisie across which he faces the light of a 
new era. Tlie subjects of the other designs are symbolical of labour in alt 
its phases, that of the 2 roubles representing farm produce and agricultural 
implements; the 5 roubles sheaves of corn and the tools of husbandry; and the 
20 roubles a shield charged Avith the device of a hammer and sickle crossed. 
All these stamps are of large format, those from 1 to 20 roubles being printed! 
by lithography'. The only inscriptions consist of the Avord (“Pochta”) “Pass¬ 
age” and the value in Russian characters throughout. 

Lithuania provides three neAv air post stamps in an oblong design irs- 
scribed "Lietuvas Oro Pastas” (Lithuanian Air Post) Avith a vignette at 
the side depicting an aeroplane circling the castle of Vilna. Their values' 
and colors are 1 aukinsas (dark green); 2 aukinsas (deep blue and brown >„ 
and 5 aukinsas (olive and dark green). 

During the time that railway communication between Adana and AHeppcs 
was cut off by the Turkish troops, a regular postal service was maintained' 
betAveen the two towns by aeroplane. French stamps overprinted “O. M. Fh 
Cilicie” and surcharged with new values in piastres for local use, were em¬ 
ployed with the additional imprint of the words “Poste par aA'ion” encl'«se<3 
in a rectangular frame. The stamps thus treated were the denominations'— 

2 piastres on 15 c., 5 piastres on 40 c., 10 piastres on 50 c., and 50 piastres osl? 
1 fr. 

The contemporary Albanian postage stamps are now distinguished by 
an overprint of the word “Besa,” indicating that they are valid for pas tag* 
throughout United Albania. These stamps, bearing the effigy of Georges 
Skandenberg, the national hero, Avere originally printed in Paris to the order- 
of the general officer commanding the Allied troops in Scutari, and had the 
native name for the district “Shkoder” incorporated in the design. Before 
they could be placed on sale ho\A r ever the governments of Scutari and Koritia 
had joined forces and accordingly the word “Shkoder” was obliterated with 
the device of a post horn. The subsequent inclusion of other parts of Albania, 
in the Union has led to the addition of this further overprint, which is locally 
applied by means of a handstamp. 

Pending the adoption of a distinctive design for the Palestinean stamps., 
further supplies of the former E. E. F. series are to b e overprinted for u*e- 
there. This time however, the overprint will be applied in London, and the 
type will differ from that of the Jerusalem printings. It is reported that the 
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’wsv Maltese stamps commemorative of the introduction of Representative 
©vernment are to be issued next month, and that they will be printed in 
<81egorical designs in two colors. 

A Paris message says that a further portion of the world famous Ferrari 
-amp collection will be offered for sale by auction at the Hotel Drouot, 
Saris, on October .13, 14 and 15. It will include numerous very rare stamps, 
Among them two copies of the “Post Office” Mauritius, pairs of the Cape 
woodblock” issue, and a block of the penny containing the rare error “4d”; 

1 *®ce Ceylons, early British Guianas, Hawaiian Islands, early Italian States, 
Moldavia, a"d Switzerland. There will be in all some 600 lots, which are 
expected to realize more than 2,000,000 francs. 


JAPANESE NOTES. \ 

News from an American in Tokyo, Japan:, Forrest Middleton, formerly 
©f Madisoi., Wis., and well known to stamp and curio collectors, who with 
his wife has been in Tokyo for a year, writes to a friend in Waukegan, Ill.: 

The 5 and 10 yen Japanese stamps, surcharged for use in China, are used 
tor postage, pdstal savings, or telegrams. They are used indiscriminately for 
All three purposes, and only a person who can read the characters of the 
cancellation can tell for what purpose they were used. They are by no 
smeans common. 

My collection doesn’t grow very fast. The Japanese dealers lack in- 
*4 iative, and do not make much effort to secure precancels. They prefer to 
Aarge the greenhorn tourist a full 50 per cent of catalog for the ordinary, 
Arrent Japanese issues. Some graft. 

There isn’t much philatelic news out here that I am hep to. Three 
»mmemorative issues have appeared since we came out last September, and 
they issue any more for a while, they will overdo their little graft. When 

last issue appeared, along in April, commemorating the fiftieth anniversary 
?>£ the establishment of the Japanese postal service, the post office clerks 
f hemselves cornered all the 4 and 10 sen stamps, and the ten sen is now held 
at Y3.00. I hope my little voice crying in the wilderness may deter one or two 
Americans from falling for such a raw deal. At 10 minutes to six, a. m , on 
the day they were put on sale, the ten cent was “sold out,” according to the 
IP. O. clerks, who had sold all the ten sens to themselves. 

Both Mrs. Middleton and I are very busy most of the time with our 
teaching. At present I am working 50 hours per week, and Mrs. Middleton 
puts in 26 hours, though this should be practically doubled for time put in 
m the street cars to and from work. 

Just the same, it is a great life, and we like iL Yokohama is especially 
iteresting, because it is a sea port.

Then there is the 
harbor, full of sampans, launches, freighters, liners, drift wood, gulls, smells 
fog, noise, hurry, and romance.

Kansas City, Mo, big type inverted; and 1 and 2 cent Sunberry, Pa., normal. 

I consider the 13c stamps worthy of special notice, as they are extreme¬ 
ly scarce. The 13c Minneapolis, Minn., between double bars, normal; also 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; New Haven, Conn.; Saginaw, Mich.; and Baltimore, Md.; 
all in big type; and Rochester, N. J.; and Aki’on, Ohio; in small type; these 
being all I have found lately. 

Then among the novelty precancels are found the 10c Omaha, Neb., 
Special Delivery in the new type; also lc War Tax Documentary Revenues 
of Kearney, Neb, and Painsville, Ohio; and Omaha, Neb. 

While I think of it, I wish to expres my opinion about the stamping 
machine now coming into use in the large cities. These machines may show 
indications of rapidly supplanting stamps among the large users in the big: 
cities; of course it is too soon to attempt to state positively that these ma¬ 
chines will come into general use, but their use will undoubtedly have a 
tendency to cause the market price of used U. S. stamps to either go up or 
take a more staple value among the stamp collecting fraternity; and I 
think these stamp machines will cause more collectors to see that pre¬ 
cancels are a desirable line to collect; especially if these stamp machines 
gradually do away with precancels, the market prices of precancels are bound 
to go up. 

The one cent surface print would be a very fine stamp to specialize in,, 
as they are already out of general use in many places. I note new issues 
from Bowling Green, Ky., both normal and up; also lc St. Louis, Mo, double;. 
Dubuque, Iowa, double; Akron, Ohio, double; Hoboken, N. J., inverted; 
Parkersburg, W. Va., normal. 

Same applies to 2c surface prints of which I’ve found normal varieties 
of Colorado Springs, Colo, Omaha, Neb., Waukesha, Wis., Salpulpa, Okla., 
Nashville, Tenn., Piqua, Ohio, Springfield, Ohio, double; Boone Terrace, Mo.; 
Racine, Wis.; Seattle, Wash.; Ithaca, N. Y.; Corning, N. Y.; Shenandoah. 
Iowa; Olwein, Des Moines, Davenport, Sioux City, Iowa; all these being 
normal. Mount Morris, Ill., in red ink; Springfield, Ohio, double; Chicago, Ill 
colored ink; and inverted prints from Louisville, Ky.; Kearney, Neb.; Girard,. 
Kansas; and Shenandoah, Iowa. 

The 10x11 perforations will undoubtedly prove a great field for specialis¬ 
ing, as some will be of unquestionable rarity, the new ones being: Moberlyv 
Mo ; Westerville, Ohio; Green Bay, Wis.; Lawrence, Kans.; Hutchinson, 
Kans ; Terre Haute, Ind.; Mansville, Ohio; Rock Island, Ill.; Kansas City. 
Kans.; Camden, N. J.; Rutherford, N. J.; and Niagara Falls, N. J., inverted. 

Among the novelty issues are found New York, N. Y.,coils in a new typ^; 
and old type in the l-2-3-4-5c coils. Chicago also has the coils in 2 types Sm 
the 1 and 2c; then conrps Philadelphia, Pa., lc coil; also Brooklyn, N. Y., In 
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•a 2c coil, and Cincinnati, Ohio, lc double; also Detroit, Mich., in a lc coil. 

Among the new rare precancels are the 1-5-llc St. Louis new type, in¬ 
serted. 


DANTE CENTENARY. 

(London Times.) 

Three designs were prepared by the Italian artist, Giuseppe Cellini for 
'he commemorative posthge stamps issued on the occasion of the sexcenten¬ 
ary of the death of Dante. That of the 15-centesimi stamp shows an eagle 
bearing aloft an open copy of the “Divine Comedy,’’ inscribed “Che sovra 
gli altri com’ aquiia vola.” Below appear the initials of the Societa Nazion- 
ale Dante Alighieri, and the words “Centenario Dantesco, 1921.” Italy 
crowning Dante with laurels is the subject of the design of the 25-centesimi 
value, which bears the legend “Onorate l’Altissimo Poeta.” The third and 
iast stamp of the series has for its design a portrait of Dante with an open 
book in his hands 


1 he Latvian air post stamps are now to hand in two denominations, 10 
roubles, green, and 20 roubles, blue. The latter represents the charge for 
ordinary air mail letters and the former the additional fee for registration. 

They are triangular in form, like the Esthonian aero label, with a vignette 

of an aeroplane in flight, and are lettered “Latvija Irrudierleud.’’ Aerial 
stamps issued in the neighboring State of Lithuania are likewise triangular 
In shape, the design representing an aeroplane flying over the capital city of 
Kovno. '1 he values are 1, 3, and 5 aukinsas. Chinese air mail stamps, in¬ 
scribed Han Kong Yeon K’ingsin” ((Aerial Post Service), are available in 

five denominations—viz., 15, 30, 45, 60, and 90 cents. 

To raise funds for the erection of a monument to the memory of Lux- 

emburgers who fell fighting for the Entente during the war, the post office 

of Luxemburg has placed on sale a set of three “timbres du souvenir,” which 

ire sold at small premiums on their nominal postal values.

Remarkable Serbian Stamp. - — • — 

The memory of the late King Peter of Serbia is associated with one 
^f the most remarkable issues of postage stamps known to philatelists. In 
honor of his Coronation in 1904, which coincided with the centenary of the 
Karageorgevitch dynasty, a special issue of stamps was prepared, designed 
by the Serbian artist G. Jovanovitch and engraved in Paris by the late M. 
Eugene Mouchon. I he low values portrayed on a single plaque the twin 
profiles of King Peter and his ancestor Kara George. When the stamps came 
to be issued, however, it was found that the “death mask” of th e murder¬ 
ed King Alexander Obrenovitch had been subtly introduced into the design, 
and when the stamp was inverted it was plainly discernible between the two 
heads of the Karageorgevitch rulers. This stratagem was commonly ascribed 
io the machinations of ex-Queen Nathalie, the mother of the dead ruler, and 
her supporters, but all connivance in the plot was indignantly repudiated 
by the veteran French engraver, who declared himself “innocent of such 
impudent, perfidy.” 
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RANDOM NOTES OF A SHELL COLLECTOR.—By Alfred O. Philipp. 

Specialization. 

To derive the utmost pleasure from shell collecting extreme specializa¬ 
tion is not advisable, except in the case of the scientist or advanced con- 
cholo'gist. Of course, one collector may limit his collection to marine shells 
and another to land shells, which is all well and good. But to confine oneself 
to a certain fanyly or group, such as the cowries, the murex, the land shells 
of Cuba, the fresh water bivalves of North America, or any similar limita¬ 
tion, makes for the curtailment of considerable pleasure. 

It is simply like extreme specialization in any other hobby. The first 
few specimens- are easily procured and are comparatively inexpensive. But. 
after the “common variety” stage is passed you find it more and more diffi¬ 
cult to add to your collection, and each specimen costs more than the last. 
So unless you are overburdened with wealth stick to general collecting for 
awhile, and collect everything that appeals to you. 

The Cowries. 

The cowries comprise a large and extensive family of mollusks, in¬ 
habiting many warm seas. The shell is oval or pear-shaped, very highly pol¬ 
ished and beautifully colored There are about 200 of this genus, only a 
very tew species being found in this country; in Florida and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. No shell possessing such a wonderful combination of color and lustre 
could help but arouse the admiration and appreciation of the shell lover. 
The beautiful colors may be accounted for by the fact that all shells found 
in the warm seas are invariably brighter colored than those of the more 
temperate climes. And in all probability the bright colors of the cowry serves 
for a protective purpose amid the environment in which it lives. 

Some shell animals protrude the mantle beyond the shell opening, but 
in the case of the cowry the mantle completely encloses the shell. This 
process of polishing causes the shell to become smooth and glassy. It is 
a universal belief among children that the noise of roaring in these shells is 
the sound of their native sea imprisoned therein. This sound, however, is 
due to the shape and polished surface of the inside of the shell, catching and 
magnifying all the sound vibrations in the air. 

The most abundant of this genus is the money cowry (cyprea moneta^ 
which was used by the natives on the African coasts until about half a cen 
tury ago as a medium of exchange, both among themselves and in their 
bartering with the English, who imported them from India. With cyprea 
moneta the native could purchase anything from a string of glass beads to» 
a first class wife. We are told that the price of wives ranged from 20,000 
cowries for a little, skinny one, to 75,000 for a fat, juicy one. Which leads; 
one to believe that the primitive African gentleman of that period must 
have used a wheelbarrow for a pocketbook. 

Among the cowries are some of the rarest and most beautiful shells 
in the world and there are many specimens which few collectors cam 
ever hope to possess. In concluding this article I will mention a few of 
rarest specimens. 


4Vi. 
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The Orange Cowry (cyprea aurentiaca) is noted as a badge of rank 
among Fijiian chieftains. They are found in deep water beyond the reefs 
and are therefore exceedingly difficult to obtain. They are valued at about 
$25,00 by collectors. 

The White-toothed Cowry (cyprea leucodon) is represented by one lone 
specimen. This specimen is in the British museum. 

The Prince Cowry (cyprea princeps) is a shell of which very little is 
known. One specimen is in the British Museum and was found on the 
southern shore of New Guinea. It is very high priced and the only specimen 
in America is in the collection of Mr. McCoy of Chicago. 

The Spotted Cowry (cyprea guttata) is a rare and beautiful shell about 
2% inches in length, which inhabits the Red Sea, New South Wales, and is 
the highest priced shell of the genus cypraea. In 1866, one sold in England 
for 42 pounds, or about two hundred dollars. Only two specimens are known 
in this country. One is in the Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sciences, 
and the other is in the collection of Mr. Richey of Boston. A very few speci¬ 
mens exist in private collections in Europe.

Shall we ever return to 
this system? 
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SCIENTIFIC STAMP COLLECTING.— By Charles A. Nast 

The question, what are we collecting “Stamps or Holes?” propounded 
by Mr. E. B. Powers some months ago in the Weekly, has not elicited the re¬ 
sponse which the subject deserves. 

In the main I agree with Mr. Powers w’hen he deplores the business of 
cataloging the minute differences in perforation, but when he says, “I 
would like to v tart a movement to abolish all perforation differences,” I can¬ 
not follow him into that “hole,” because failure stares one in the face from the 
start. Nor would the move be a wise one, since differences easily detected 
by the unaided eye will always be collected. But the advisability of re¬ 
cording half millimeter varieties in the catalog, and providing spaces for them 
in the album is very questionable. 

I believe major differences of perforation, just like die varieties, water¬ 
marks, shades, thin, thick, hard and soft papers will always be collected by 
the general run of collectors, and should be, for the reason that stamp collect¬ 
ing has become a science, more or less, and scientific distinctions follow 
necessarily. 

If anyone wants to carry the thing further and to extremes, even to the 
paying of a fancy price for a stamp, it is his privilege, as it is mine not to do so. 

I buy a good copy of Mrs. Eddy’s “Science and Health” for $3.00, while a 
friend of mine has just paid $450.00 for a copy of the first edition. Silly? Not 
at all. He is pleased beyond any price. 

The psychology of stamp collecting rests upon an exalted feeling, the 
thrill which ccmes from a new discovery or the anticipation thereof, and 
upon the pride of possession, these being urged by the collecting instinct im¬ 
planted naturally within us all. Who shall gauge the measures of another's 
pleasure? What satisfies me, falls short of filling another man’s wants or 
desires. The minutiae of perforations do not appeal to me at all, but who 
will deny to another the pleasure of delving for the rare ones and paying 
accordingly? 

The printed album supplies a specific demand, and publishers are human. 
Whenever their pecuniary interests dictate a change, they will not be slow to 
make it. The same may be said of catalogs. Collectors en masse always de¬ 
termine any rule or method in this field. Personally, I will not collect coun¬ 
tries weighted down with these infinitesimal varieties. No list or catalog could 
influence me. Others delight in these, and they like myself, collect for their 
own profit or pleasure. No arbitrary rule of publishers will ever succeed, the 
individual collector is the court of last resort himself. 

Mr. Powers instances the 2 kr. of 1863 and 1864 of Austria. The illus¬ 
tration is not apt because the difference between perforation 14 and perfora¬ 
tion 9% is easily distinguished ten feet away. 

I am glad, to observe that our own United States is not an offender in 
this matter of over-elaboration. Take a few thousand of our late stampsj 
place them face down on a dark surface and a six year old could separate the 
different perforations. Not so with other countries like Austria, Bosnia, Neth¬ 
erlands and New South Wales. These are especially troublesome in this re- 
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sard. Take New South Wales for instance. Here we find in “Gibbons” set 
after set listed as 13xl3%j then 13 all around; 11% xl2; 12% xl2; then 12% 
all around etc. etc. With five different gauged machines operating simul¬ 
taneously on the then current stamps without plan or purpose, the collector 
never knew one day what the next might not bring forth. Hence the swarm 
of perforations. In the British Colonies “Gibbons” is regarded as the Phila¬ 
telist’s Bible, and uniil collectors refuse to buy all these differently priced 
perforations they will be published. 

The Scott way is decidedly the' best, and this can be made the solution 
of the difficulty. Just lump five or six nearly related perforations at the 
head of a series and give them all one price. This lets the specialist go in for 
all, while the amateur is satisfied with either one. To catalog each variety 
separately and provide spaces for each, would dismay most collectors, and 
especially the beginner whom we should cultivate, for of such is the future 
of philately. No criticism will lie in this regard against the United States, 
But I am satisfied that the objections urged against a few countries now 
over-elaborated, cannot be silenced by a movement to abolish all perforation 
differences, because some varieties there must be, and to chronicle these in¬ 
sures the stability of stamp collecting itself. , 


BARGAIN RUSH AT POSTOFFICE WITH JUBILEE STAMPS ON SALE. 

St. Catherines—Stamp collectors here today struck a regular picnic when 
Stamp Vendor Griffis of the Postoffice put on sale a whole batch of Canadian 
stamps of the Queen Victoria Jubilee issue of 1897 one-cent denomination 
and the two-cent ones of the following year, showing the surprising amount 
of red that Great Britain had then spread on the globe. 

“The stamps were some kept by the late L. IT. Collard, private banker 
here," said Mr. Griffis, “and they were brought'here and sold to me as ordinary 
stamps. So I thought' I might as well get rid of them the same way.” 

When stamp fanciers heard about it they rushed the stamp office and 
bought up all they could, because in their beautiful, unused form they are 
worth some money above their face value. Some ordinary folk bought the 
stamps and pasted them on their letters without thinking, then went back 
and asked Mr. Griffis if it was q. new issue the Government had just got 
out for some reason. 


Has An Old Relic. 

T. G. Jeffcoat, a prominent citizens of Goshen, Route 2, was in the city 
Wednesday and while here made us a pleasant call. Mr. Jeffcoat has in his 
possession, and which has belonged to his family for years and years, an old 
Bible which was published in 1774. Showing the primitiveness of book bind¬ 
ing in those days in which it was published, the cover is made of deerskin 
and it is tied with a thong. Mr. Jeffcoat values the old relic very highly, and 
it is his intention to bring it to the Pike County Centennial in order that others 
may see it.—Troy Herald. 
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THE GREAT BROTHERHOOD. 

Philately is one great brotherhood, and all members of the great family 
must work in accord for the greatest benefit of all. He who endeavors to 
create factions should be expelled without ceremony. The Great Brotherhood 
may be sub-divided into three branches, each depending on the others. 
Without collectors there would be no dealers, and without dealers the col¬ 
lectors woulu be greatly handicapped. The publisher is a necessity to both 
the collector and the dealer and they are necessities to him. The attempt to 

make it appear that dealers and collectors are natural enemies is worthy of 

attention only because of the frequency with which is occurs. 

The publisher, or go-between, is most essential to the cause of the 
brotherhood and must be upheld and supported by both dealers and col¬ 
lectors. He gathers all that is worth while for their benefit and disseminates 

all news of interest as well as carrying to the collector what the dealer has 

to sell. Some publishers do this a little better than others and have a 
larger clientele by reason of their desire to purge the brotherhood of the 
unscrupulous members. Their advertisers are picked, and only the reliable 
dealer is allowed space to place before the collector his goods. Every now 
and then one of the wrong kind gets in, but he is soon found out, and that 
is the last heard of him. The information of new and old Issues makes the 
publisher desirable as one in the brotherhood. When properly edited and 
managed, the price of subscription is a secondary consideration to the col¬ 
lector. The editor or publisher w r ho is too serious does not have the best 
paper. Old and dried stuff does not count so much for success as the peppery 
or humorous. It would appear from some philatelic journals that there are 
many collectors who like a little pepper sauce at times and love a funny stamp 
story, either in prose or poor rhyme. 

The dealer has thought of every conceivable way to put before the col¬ 
lector, In printer’s ink, what he has to sell and what price he wants for his 
stamps. If this does not suit, there is the auction sale at which the collector 
can make his own prices. 

The influence of stamp auctions on philately is tremendous. It is ac¬ 
knowledged that the prices realized at stamp auctions is the basis for the 
cataloguing of rare stamps, and this being the fact at the present day, places 
the stamp auction as one of the foundation stones of the pursuit, and the 
manner of conducting them is one of the greatest elements in the uplift 
and growth of the Great Brotherhood.—C. M. Tyler. 

THE NEXT FERRARY SALE. 

The second of the series of Ferrary sales is due to take place in Paris 
on the 13th, 14th and 15th of October. It will come as a surprise to most 
collectors that these three days will be fully occupied in dispersing further 
portions of the same countries as the first sale in June, namely, Cape of 
Good Hope, Ceylon, Two Sicilies, British Guiana, Hawaii, Mauritius, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Rumania, Switzerland, Newfoundland, and Tuscany.

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of the first sale are duplicated in the second. For instance, there is another 
pair of the 2 cents circular British Guiana, not quite so nice looking as 
the one that fetched £5,250, hut still a most interesting pair with the rare 
initials J. B. S., the only two copies of the 2c. known with these initials.

Then there is another 2 cents Hawaiian Missionary, the rare Type I.; 
the copy of Type II, sold last June for £3,900. 

SOME NEBRASKA AND OTHER NOTES.— By S. P. Hughes, Auburn, Nebr. 

Sometime since while workmen were excavating for a cellar on the old 
Eastmann farm between Auburn and Peru, and while at a depth of nine feet 
an ancient and long unknown cache was uncovered. The find consisted of 
nearly a wagon load of the finest chipped and ground axes and other stone 
artifacts. Among the lot was what is considered the finest specimen of 
ancient artists’ work ever uncovered in America. This ancient worker in 
clay had modelled a pefect bust of a long past type of human, and so perfect 
is the workmanship, that even the whorls and spindles of the thumbs and 
fingers are still plainly traceable in the clay. The bust is a perfect one, and 
so far as known is the only real bust ever found in America. The base is 
not unlike busts of to day, and it was evidently made to rest on a shelf in 
the aboriginal home of its owner. The clay from which it is made is of the 
local glacial drift type, and has been tempered with disintegrated granite. 
After thoroughly' drying it has been burned to a hardness unknown among 
the existing specimens of this ancient ceramic art. In fact the bust is so far 
as known the only specimen known to archaeology where the vitrifying 
process was known. The surface to day, after all its thousands of years of 
buried existence, is so hard that a file will not touch the surface, and it is 
almost the weight of cast iron. 

Archaeologists all over America who have so far examined this ancient 
find do not hesitate to pronounce it the very finest and most perfect effigy 
of a human head ever found in the buried ruins of America. Every r line and 
feature of the ancient model is perfect, and so carefully has it been executed 
that the inexperienced person viewing for the first time this ancient human 
effigy, have a hard time in believing that it is as old, if not much more 
ancient than the Christian civilization. 

Photographs of the bust have been furnished the publisher of the WEST 
and no doubt Mr. Brodstone will at an early date furnish our readers with 
an illustration of this addition to Nebraska’s archaeology collection now 
displayed in Lincoln. 

A recent number of the Auburn Herald contains an extended account 
of the discovery of a bed of iron ore near the historic town of Brownville. 
The iron ore lies under a ledge of quartzite, and was uncovered by the heavy 
rains of the past season at the bottom of a canyon that cuts through the 
Muffs into the Missouri river. The formation so far is unknown to Nebraska. 
As the ledge of rock carrying the iron deposits is more than 100 feet be¬ 
neath the top of the surrounding hills, and as the walls of the canyon are so 
steep and dangerous, an extended examination may not be possible for Borne

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time, or until the wall£ are washed away in future torrential rains, oi as it 
has been suggested; a drift or tunnel made from the rivei side of the 
bluffs. The ledge of Dakota sandstone that forms the base of the bluff is 
not of sufficient hardness to support the weight of the overlying loess bluffs. 
Some geologists who have examiined the location contend that the sandstone 
is of an oil bearing nature, and from the stains in the bottom of the canyon 
are of the opinion <hat deeper excavations will reveal small quantities of oil 
in this strata. 

Some years ago a large drainage ditch was dug in this county, for the 
purpose of straightening the channel of the Nemaha river, and for many 
miles the banks of the big ditch show signs of a former river bed across the 
bottoms, where the ancient channel crossed the ditch in its ancient course 
across the valley. 

The high waters of the past season cut away several feet of old gravel 
drift near the town of Glen Rock, and at the bottom imbedded in the ancient 
glacial clay was found the entire skeleton of what was supposed to be the 
remains of a small horse or pony. Most of the skeletal parts were recovered, 
and are now a part of the private collection of the writer. The teeth and 
a number of the leg bones were sent to the State University for identification, 
and the assistant state geologist pronounced the bones, that of an' ancient 
wild horse that roamed the North American continent a million or so years 
ago. 

The bones indicate that this ancient specimen of the equine family 
was of a very stocky build, and not larger than our present day Shetland 
ponies. The bony formations on the leg bones indicated that the ancestors 
of this old time horse had not long since departed from his three toed an¬ 
cestors. The find caused considerable interest in local circles, and many 
persons^ interested in the development of the horse family took keen delight 
in noting the evolution of the present day animal, as compared with this 
ancient specimen of a million years ago.

Edward P. DeWolf, former mayor, 530 South Sheridan Road, Waukegan, 
111., has in his possession, an oil painting by Adam Pynaker, eminent Dutch 
landscape painter, which is more than 350 years old. Pynaker was born in 
1621, at Pynaker, Holland, and he assumed the name of the village of his 
birth. He had executed about 70 paintings at the time of his death which oc¬ 
curred in 1673. The painting in Mr. DeWolf’s possession represents an even¬ 
ing scene on the Tiger river, Pynaker having spent three years in Italy, 
where his style was formed, and therefore was different from that of other 
noted Dutch painters of his time. The canvas depicts the golden evening 
glow of the sunken sun still lingering on the tops of the trees, with peasants 
sauntering among luxuriant herbage. 

Among other possessions of Mr. DeWolf is a first edition of the 
satires of Decimus Junius Juvenalis and Aldus Persius Flaccus, translated Into 
English verse by John Dryden in 1692. The dedication is dated August 18, 18$3.

By the illustrations in next issue you see that many a sideline can be 
started even if you do not include foreign revenue stamps. The samples 
of the cut round, etc., postmarks is the older, style of collecting. Up to date 
collectors want the postmarks cut 2x4 inches so they are perfect cancellations 
including the stamp remains. 

Cancellations on the older issues come in many varieties, still they lack 
the historical end because you cannot tell where they come from. Therefore 
keep any envelope which shows a nice cancellation entire. Green, red, 
purple, blue and black, are the color of inks used, and also tell which are the 
degrees of scarcity. N 

Permits should in my opinion only be collected entire, so you can tell 
where they have been issued, and marking each permit as you receive one 
with the date of month and year. As the years pass, you cannot remember, 
but the permit date will always tell you. Some permits are never used official¬ 
ly through the mail and ought to be weeded out. 

Precancels you are all acquainted with. Plate numbers, used or un¬ 
used have their friends. Arrow prints on the older issues are not too plenti¬ 
ful. Colored guide lines are collected N, E, S, W, or the corner stamps are 
NE, SE, SW, NW. 

So you see that many a pleasant hour can be spent, and help also to 
corner many a common stamp, because large quantities are required to look 
over for cancellations, etc. 

In the revenue field I have been after Austrian. The 1910 issue has 
been surcharged across the stamp Deutsch Oesterreich. Same surcharge on 
the stock transfer stamps. Later set I got now complete. Here a little 
story will not come amiss. A friend of mine in Vienna bought for me ac¬ 
cording to order, all values, except the highest, the 50 Kronen. So I gave 
him order to get me some. He succeeded but they cost me as follows: 10 
days’ pay at 20 Kronen to hunt for the stamps. He found three and paid 
double face, so the cost is: 

3 stamps (face 50 K) .300 K 

10 days’ pay .200 K 

Postage . 20 K 


Total . .520 K 

but it will be a scarce stamp as the new 50 Kronen stock transfer has been 
in use about the same time as the surcharged ones. 

A new set of Austrian documentry stamps gradually make their ap¬ 
pearance. 

In 1919 a stock transfer control stamp was issued. Without this stamp 
no government papers would draw interest. 

Hungary has a new set; dated 1920, coming out slowly. 

Then there was the Irishman who saw in a bookstore window, “Dickens’ 
works alt this week for $4.30.’’

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POSTAGE-STAMPS AS NEWS BRINGERS. 

Postage-stamps have always been associated with the arrival of news, 
by reason of the fact that they are used for franking correspondence, but in 
his eagerness to ascertain the precise contents of a letter the recipient is apt 
to overlook the message of the stamp itself. It needed the Great War and 
the numerous postal issues of which it was the cause to bring full realization 
of the news value of postage-stamps, a realization which has done more for 
the popularity of the hobby of stamp-collecting of recent years than could 
have been effected in three times the period by any lorganized system of 
propaganda. 

The message of the postage-stamp is brought in three ways, either by the 
mere fact of its existence, as testifying to the fact that some places possibly 
hitherto unheard of, has entered the ranks of stamp-issuing States; by a 
change of design, which may be evidence of any event, from a change of ruler 
to a desire to celebrate the opening of a new postoffice in some far-distant 
tovra; or finally by some alteration of the inscription on the stamp, which 
might be the result of a change of coinage, of the name of the country con¬ 
cerned, or of its system of government. 

Though the postage-stamp has been a news-bringer in the ways already 
mentioned from the earliest period of its existence, yet there was no definite 
attempt to use it as propaganda, and the news it brought, as it were by ac¬ 
cident, was perhaps not alone of sufficient general interest to draw outsiders 
to the hobby of stamp-collecting. With the coming of the commemorative 
stamp, a stamp issued to celebrate some definite event in the country of issue, 
the news interest of these postal scraps of paper gained a more direct appeal 
largely because the event in question was illustrated either literally ar alle¬ 
gorically in the design of the stamp itself, while suitable inscriptions gave 
certain information and aroused a thirst for more. 

It might almost be said that, if Columbus had never discovered America, 
there would have been no commemorative stamps; for the early efforts of 
stamp designers in this direction were largely concerned with the fitting 
celebration of the 400th anniversary of the discovery by the great Christopher 
of all sorts of places in the Western Seas, most of which places, the lead 
once given, seized on the chance of thus honoring him. Perhaps the memory 
of the explprer would not have been so widely exploited but for the interest 
shown by stamp-collectors In the early pictorial commemorative stamps. These 
“pictures in miniature’’ have a peculiar fascination, and in those days col¬ 
lectors were perhaps suffering from a surfeit of portraits and heraldic de¬ 
vices on their stamps and welcomed a change. However it may be, the 
countries which were early in the field with commemorative issues reaped a 
rich harvest from the sale to collectors of millions of stamps which were never 
used for postage and were therefore sold at profiteering rates, the difference 
between the cost of printing and the postal value of the stamp being a 
clear gain, as many needy exchequers realize to this day. There is, however, 
far more competition nowadays, while the philatelist finds himself unable to 
swallow all the commemorative stamps which are turned out so lavishly 
for his benefit. Yet there will always be a demand for this class of stamp, 
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just because its appeal is direct and in many cases aided by effective de¬ 
signs and artistic coloring. 

The news interest of the postage-stamp had still to gain its widest ap¬ 
peal. Not everyone was interested in the longevity of his Majesty of Pata¬ 
gonia, or the opening of a new postoffice in some equally remote place. With 
which the whole world was waiting — news, moreover, which was so hidden 
which the whole world was waiting—news, moreover,whic h was so hidden 
under a cloud of falsehood, and controlled by the sternest censorship, that 
anything which could be regarded as evidence of a definite fact among so 
many fictions became at once an object of the greatest interest. So the 
postage-stamp came into its own, for while there are stamp-collectors in 
existence their albums will hold a record of almost .every phase of the war 
a war which began with the tearing up of a "scrap of paper" and resulted 
in the production of more postal scraps of paper than had ever before seen 
the light in so hsort a period. 

Most of the theatres of war and occupation saw the production of at 
least one issue of postage-stamps. The stamps of the German colonies, with 
their design of the Imperial yacht, were overprinted, colony by colony, with 
the inscriptions and monetary equivalents of the Allied armies of occupa¬ 
tion, or if German stamps were not available the issues of the invading 
country were suitably overprinted. From East Africa, Togoland, the Cam- 
eroons, and the Pacific there came a steady stream of silent witnesses to the 
strength of the Allies and to the might of British sea-power, a propaganda 
more powerful and effective in neutral eyes than millions of printed words. 
The German Colonial Empire was going, while the closing of the route to 
the East was proved by the issue of stamps in Palestine and Mesopotamia 
under British auspices. 

It is true that the Allies did not have matters all their own way when it 
came to a question of overprinting enemy stamps. If Belgium could over¬ 
print the stamps of the Congo State for use in what was once German East 
Africa, a German army of occupation was performing the same office for 
Belgian issues at home. The German campaigns in Poland, Roumania and 
elsewhere also produced their characteristic issues; while Austria was re¬ 
sponsible for the defacing of Serbian and Italian stamps to commemorate the 
advance of her armies. 

As for the efforts of the stay-at-home populations these too were brought 
home to the stamp collector. Stamps representing a war tax on letters 
bore witness to the fact that in all parts of the world efforts were being 
made to meet the financial requirements of the time. These stamps were 
accompanied by others sold at a premium in aid of Red Cross or other 
war funds, evidence of another phase of civilian effort, though the taxes and 
charitable contributions fell largely on the shoulders of stamp-collectors. 
Here and there a makeshift stamp appeared owing to the non-arrival of 
supplies sunk en route by a U-boat, while at least one similar issue owes its 
existence to the efficacy of the British blockade in the North Sea. 

As the war drew to its close the interest of postage-stamps increased. 
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Already the Russian Revolution had given rise to a crop of Bolshevist and 
revolutionary issues, to which the philatelic counter is found in the issues 
of the new states such as Lettland, Lithuania, and Ukraine, and others, 
which broke off from the Empire of the Tsars, and of the anti-Bolshevist 
armies of Yudenitch, Denikin, and their helpers. Then came the debacle 
of the Central Powers. Italy was able to issue stamps for her recovered 
provinces. Nev States rose from the shattered remains of the Dual Monarchy. 
•Tugo-Slavia, Czecho slovakia, Poland, Fiume became names to conjure with in 
circles philatelic. Internal troubles in Germany and Hungary gave rise to 
new postage-stamps, often the result of Socialistic or Bolshevist tendencies. 

This was the heyday of the commemorative stamp and surely if ever an 
event w*s deserving of such commemoration the coming of the Great Peace 
was one. 'Victory stamps and peace stamps came from all parts of the world, 
while the new States were busy celebrating by numerous issues of stamps, 
their independence, their new institutions, or whatever other phase of their 
unfettered existence they specially rejoiced in. 

With the signature of peace, of which a special Peace Conference post¬ 
mark is an interesting memento, the work of clearing up began. Allied 
armies of occupation penetrated into fresh regions. Thrace, Cilicia, and 
other districts were endowed with new stamps. Belgium and France meted 
out philatelic justice to Germany by overprinting her stamps in their turn. 
Every district to which the Supreme Couuncil granted the right of self-de¬ 
termination by plebiscite must hav© a series of stamps of its own, sometimes 
two or three, as evidence of its brief period of independence. Each hap¬ 
pening of importance had its accompanying philatelic souvenirs.—Troy 
Times. 


SOME PHILATELIC PROBLEMS—By Horace Edgar Jones. 
Part Two.—Chapter One.—Philately Itself. 


Having found it necessary to make many excuses for being a professed 
Philatelist, or rather “explanations,” I have often had to ask myself: First, 
What is Philately; second, Is it worth while, and thiird, If it is worth while, 
how could I become more proficient in philatelic learning? 

I have wondered if philately is a science, a hobby, a profession, or if, at 
present, it is merely a hobby capable of becoming one of the others. The 
most simple answer is that philately is just what you make it and therein 
lies its possible value. 

As a hobby, philately is little to be preferred to collecting ordinary colored 
bits of paper such as wall paper or can labels! This is a very radical 
statement but it is based on the experiences I have had in seing men "get the 
fever,” “blow” themselves to a catalogue and album; “cram” in a couple of 
thousand stamps; become first “philatelists” self-proclaimed—then specialists. 
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usually of condition and then most often, dealers. These men never stud* 
their stamps or anything connected with them and are always asking ques¬ 
tions which portray their shallow dabblings in the subject. As a hobby 
philately does not have the benefits that athletic sports possess although 
some men try to be philatelic baseball fans—there is no such animal. A stamn 
collection is not a good investment from the average collector’s standpoint 
because the vast majority of collectors do not know which is the right 
stamp to buy. Their puruchases are largely the result of fancy even whe" 
the pecuniary end is the excuse given. I should advise one who wishes to 
make the most out of his money to invest in government bonds. Then he 
wont waste hours of time in arranging them and government bon^ds are not 
often forced on the market in auction sales where the owner recovers only 
a part of the cost. 

Philately is a science and should not be approached hy those who are 

) 

not willing to prepare themselves to carry it on intelligently. The Chicago 
Collectors Club in 1907, in celebration of its 500th anniversary meeting coined 
a medal on which was the word “CHALEF.” This was made up of the 
initials of the branches of learning that philately taught. These were as I 
remember them, Classification, History, Art, language, Ethnology and Fra- 
ternalism. It is not necessary for me to discuss how each is accomplished but 
a few ideas come to mind. Classification and art are taught by the stamps 
themselves; history, language and ethnology are taught in only a very 
superficial way, but stamps readily act as incentives to the study of these 
sciences. Fratemalism is gained by Association with fellow enthusiasm. 
Geography is another subject taught superficially that stamps increase the 
desire to learn. And geography should be mastered thoroughly by every 
philatelist not only for your own satisfaction but also so that you may 
speak intelligently of your stamps to others. You might have this experience; 
You would receive a cover bearing a common Italian stamp cancelled 
Argirocastron; you would tear it off the cover did you not know that tlu. 
town was in Albania and hence the stamp was at least, not a common 
Italian stamp. The commercial geography of a country will well repay the at¬ 
tention given it because that is the phase of geography that interests the most 
of the people. To illustrate; One evening a minister and I began to discuss 
traveling. I told him that 1 had traveled all over the globe and then told him 
that it was through a stamp collection that I had done so. He asked to see 
this collection and in showing it to him took him to see the various lands 
from which I had stamps. At the end he was so pleased that he said he Re¬ 
lieved he could add to the collection. The addition was in the shape of thr*~ 
original covers of the Confederate States and, needless to say, I was quit*" 
pleased with the evening.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

I. F. Verry, Malden, Mass.—The coin in question seems to be a Greek 
lepton. The rubbing is hardly clear enough to tell for sure. It is probably 
worth about 5 or 10 cents. 

Amos J. Tilton, Eau Claire, Wis.—I have a U. S. five-cent piece with heads 
on both sides. One side is dated 1883 and the other 1907. Is it a government 
misprint? How much is it worth? 

Ans.—If the piece was struck at one of the government mints it is a 
trial piece and quite a curiosity. How much it is worth depends altogether 
on what an eventual buyer would be willing to pay, and how much you want 
for it. 

Such freak coins are much sought by certain collectors. Recently I had 
report of a double headed dollar from the New Orleans mint, the two sides 
dated differently, as in this case. Some authorities believe, however, that 
such pieces were not struck at our mints, but were made by counterfeiters 
for gambling purposes, with a like coin it would always be safe to bet on 
“head up.” 


Do you know how many trade dollars were coined and what became of 
them? 

It is said that the total number of trade dollars coined was 35,965,924. 
The number redeemed under the act of 1887 was 7,689,036, and from the 
bullion resulting from the melting of these dollars there were coined in sub¬ 
sidiary silver $2,668,674.30 and into standard silver dollars $5,078,472. Since 
the expiration of the period of redemption trade dollars have been purchased 
as bullion when presented at the mints. 
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LATEST ENGLISH INFORMATION ON NEW ISSUES. 

New Stamps for Latvia.—A. Jacob, Exclusive to The West. 

The admission of Latvia to membership of the Universal Postal Union 
has been made the occasion for the introduction of new postage stamps for 
international use. These are of four denominations.—viz. 1 rouble, yellow; 
2 roubles, green; 5 roubles, red and 10 roubles, blue, uniform as to design 
and lithographed on paper watermarked with vertical undulating lines at 
the State Printing Office, Riga. The design has for its subject the Latvian 
coat of arms—a shield with a rising sun in the upper half and a lion and a 
dragon rampant on the two lower quarterings. Surmounting the escutcheon, 
are three stars, representing the provinces of Lettgallen, Courland, and 
Livonia. The circulation Of the former stamps in the sun-burst type is now 
restricted to inland correspondence. 

Additional Lithuanian Values. 

From Lithuania come two additional high-value postage stamps of 10 
aukinsas red and lilac, and 20 aukinsas, brown and green, showing the figure 
of a spectral horseman bearing aloft a flaming torch. 

British Colonial Notes. 

St. Helena is the first of the British possessions to adopt the revised 
color standard for stamps denoting normal postal union rates, as prescribed 
by the Madrid Conference last year. The latest printing of Id, l%d and 3d, 
stamps for the island is in green, red and blue respectively. This will in¬ 
volve further modifications as regards the colors of the other values, whilst 
the imminent extension of the scheme to_other Colonies and Dependencies of 
the Empire will add, in due course, some hundreds of new varities to the 
collector's album. 

The West Indian island of Dominica is to be provided with a complete new 
series of postage stamps, modelled upon those of other islands of the Leeward 
Croup and presenting in addition to the head of the Sovereign, a reproduc¬ 
tion of the device of the public seal of the Presidency. Maenwhile a new 
printing of the present issue in the view type is to hand with the improved 
crown and script C. A. watermark. The design of the 2 cents “Peace” com¬ 
memoration stamp of British Honduras, showing the King’s head and Colonial 
arms, is to be adapted for a new 4 cents denomination, now in preparation for 
this colony, but with the word peace omitted. 

Consequent on the restandardising of the currency upon the basis of 
Is. equals one rupee, the colours of the postage stamps of Kenya Colony are 
about to be modified. It is probable that the new designs approved by the 
Legislative Council last year will be introduced at the same time. 

Five additional values are to be incorporated in the current postage and 
revenue stamp series of Antigua—viz l%d, 4d, 3s, 4s and 5s. A new 10 
shillings stamp has been supplied to the Cayman Islands in the recess 
printed type inaugurated earlier in the present year. The 8 cents stamp of 
Hong Kong will in future be printed in orange red instead of slate grey. A 
12 cents value is to be added to the existing stamp series of the Straits 
Settlements, printed in blue in the same type as that of the 2 cents.

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GERMAN COLLECTOR SELLS STAMPS IN NEW YORK. 

An auction, including rare United States issues, briinging in about $16,000 
was held in the rooms of the Collectors’ club, 120 West Forty-ninth Street, 
J. M Bartels acting as agent. 

The chief competitive interest centered in the United States stamps. The 
highest price paid for a single stamp was $351 for a very fine used copy of 
the 1869 15-cent issue with the centre inverted. Only a few copies of these 
inverted centers are known, the error being due to a misplacement of the 
plate as the higher values of that issue were printed in two colors and are 
among the neatest specimens of engraving ever done on United States stamps. 
For a fine block of six of the 5-cent 1857 issue, $325 was paid and a splendid 
block of four used 90-cent stamps of the 1869 issue bearing the head of 
Lincoln sold for $210. This was very much higher than the standard cata¬ 
logue price which is $20 for a single used copy, but an unsevered block of 
four is an exceptional rarity. A perfectly centred, used single copy of the 
90-cent variety sold for $48, more than twice 'the standard value. It was 
due to its fine condition and the price marks a record for a single copy of 
that particular stamp. 

Before the Government issued postage stamps many of the post offices 
issued special stamps which were not in use for any great length of time. 
The New York Postmaster in 1845 issued a well engraved 5-cent stamp which 
is very desirable now in perfect condition. An unusual envelope w T ith two of 
these New r York stamps on it was sold, the singular feature being that it 
w'as postmarked in Boston. So far as is known it is the only entire envelope 
with two New York Postmaster’s stamps postally used in another city. It 
aroused lively bidding and was sold for $255. Another entire envelope with 
a single copy of the New York stamp directed to Genoa, Italy, sold for 
$152.50. This was postmarked in New York,

BOLSHEVIST STAMPS RECEIVED. 

Nebraska City, Neb., Nov. 24.—Victor Viener of this city is in receipt of 
a letter from a relative residing in Russia and the postage stamps are issued 
by the bolshevist government in power in that country. There are two 
stamps each costing 1,000 roubles which have a value of 20 cents in Ameri¬ 
can money at this time. Several years ago a rouble had a value of 50 cents 
American money. Several weeks ago the Viener brothers took a package 
to the local postoffice to have mailed to relatives in Russia but the package 
was turned down by 4 the postoffice department because delivery could not 
be guaranteed. 

EUROPEAN AND ASIATIC NOTES. 

Latvia. On the 12x21 appeared the new Latvian stamps, drawn by 
Richard Sarinsch, the well-known designer of the Romanoff stamps of 1913, 
and forming a complete series of 4 values: 1 Rbl. yellow, (l Mill, cop.) 
2 Rbls. green, (2 Mill, copies.) 5 Rbls. red (% Mill, cop.) 10 Rbls. blue (1% 
Mill. Copies.) The stamps have appeared in the colors prescribed by the 
last Postal Congress in Madrid, 1921, size 19x5x22 mm. design 11%, printed 
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in sheets of 4x100 pieces on the same “Ligat Mills” paper with watermark 
lines, as those of the Air Post, and are to be used for foreign correspondence. 
The stamps of the old design are now only valid for inland correspondence. 
As is known Latvia has joined the Universal Postal Union,—Berne. Stamps 
with the sun-design have now finally been replaced by the stamps with 
coat-of-arms as here depicted. 

Esthonia. In the philatelic press people are w r arned against excellent 
imitations of Estbonian stamps (Viking-ship) therefore caution is necessary 
in buying. 

The Latvian Air Post to Germany, Esthonia, Lithuania, etc., has from 
the 15x21 been temporarily suspended, because the contract of the foreign 
aeroplane company has expired, and the concession is to be transferred to a 
Latvian Aeroplane Limited liability company. 

A set of new-coined stamps has been issued by the Chinese Post Office 
in commemoration of the establishment of Chinese Postal Service. There 
are four kinds beautifully printed bearing three portraits in combination 
and in separation of 1, 3, 6, and 10 cents each. Stamps were being sold at 
10 a. m. 10th Oct., of the 10th year on The Anniversary Celebration in the 
Chinese republic and also beared the postal marks to buyers. Those who 
are interested in the collection of stamps should avail themselves to secure 
a set of them at once. 

AMERICAN STAMP HOUNDS BESIEGE LONDON FOR OLD TYPES OF 

POSTAL DESIGN. 

London, Oct. 27.—Several American stamp collectors have been in Lon¬ 
don lately eagerly trying to secure the pick of English collections of United 
States’ stamps. One reason for the present boom in American stamps, a 
well known London stamp dealer explains, is the fact that the older issues are 
remarkably well engraved. 

“Americans,” this dealer continued, “are particularly keen on issues 
depicting scenes in their national history. 

“The 24-cent issue of 1864 shows a picture of the signing of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. It is so excellent a specimen of the engraver’s art 
that its present quotation is £4, unused, and £2, used. 

“The 90-cent stamp of the 1869 issue, with no embossing, and brown 
gum, bearing a picture of Abraham Lincoln, is in great demand at £20. 

“Quite a little romance was attached to the sale of an old stamp to an 
American collector the other day. 

“Looking through one of the thirteen volumes of our largest collection, 
he suddenly caught sight of an old envelope bearing an 1847 George Wash¬ 
ington stamp 

“That is certainly remarkable,” he exclaimed. “That letter is addressed 
to my grandmother; and it was written by my grandfather before their 
marriage.”—Kansas City Paper.

As an Austrian paper crown is worth only about a quarter of a cent, and as 
printed labels would cost more, the company finds the system to be good busi¬ 
ness. Moreover, the people eagerly collect the bank-note labels in the hope 
that the crown will rise in value. 

Several issues of the California coins are stamped ‘‘California Gold 
Without Alloy.” This means that the gold was coined just as it had been 
mined, but as the California gold contained considerable quantities of silver, 
this gave the coins an additional intrinsic value. In fact, some of the coins 
were worth more than the United States coins of the same denominations. This 
silver also was the cause of many of these issues having a pale yellow ap¬ 
pearance.

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COIN NOTES.—By Fred G. Neuman. 

There is no more fascinating pastime than coin collecting. Neitlm*- is 
there any more remunerative. In the United States five thousand people 
have collections worth $10,000 or more, while fully twice that many have 
displays whose estimated worth runs from $1,000 to. $10,000. They are 
constantly exchanging or buying new pieces for their assortments. Mag¬ 
azines and bulletins keep them informed as to the markets or any new 
issues. Certain dates are ^extremely rare, unusually interesting. An auc¬ 
tion of coins creates more interest among numismatists than a three-toed 
South African sloth in a millinery store. 

As an adjuster of nice values of the ages, an expert numismatist is 
past master. Whether it be a Denarium of Bibical days of a Linco’n penny 
of 1909, the coin collector knows offhand what it is worth and approximately 
how many were minted. 

In the early American days before the colonies had money, tobacco, 
furs and skins served as currency, just as in ancient times the common 
people did their business by barter before the Carthaginians used “leather 
money.” About 1650 a mint was opened in Boston and the New England 
shillings, sixpence and threepence appeared. After a while the crown di¬ 
verted the supply of bullion to better markets abroad. Then Lord Baltimore 
began to coin money for Maryland in England—shillings, sixpence, four- 
pence and the little copper coins called Denarium. But Lard Baltimore’s 
plans, which doubtless were not without their personal benefits, were sup¬ 
pressed by the government. 

••However, the growing colonies required some coinage and Spanish 
American silver was legalized “at prescribed rates in terms of shilling," to 
take the place of barter. Now came the first copper tokens, struck off by 
speculators. These and Spanish-American silver formed the currency until 
after independence was declared. Following this came a time of financial 
fermentation—a phrase which very well describes a period when light weight, 
spurious coppers were as thick as blackberries. 

In 1787 Congress gave out a contract and what is called the “Franklin 
Cent” appeared. It was picturesquely American. On one side thirteen 
circles were linked together around “We Are One.” On the other side was 
a sundial beneath a beaming sun, the word “Fugio” and the date flanking 
it and below the advice “Mind your business.” That gives an idea of the 
intimate income, or outcome, assumed in the good old days. It was because 
this cent was so much in the Franklin spirit that it was called by his name. 

But the cents do not rivet the collector’s entire attention. There are 
the half cents, issued from 1793 to 1857; the bronze two cent pieces, from 

1864 to 1873, worth about five cents now; the nickel three cent pieces, from 

1865 to 1889; the silver three cent pieces, from 1851 ts 1873; the five cent 

nickels begun in 1866, the year in which some were made with large date 

and small motto, some with small date and large motto; the silver 
half dimes 1794 to 1873; the dimes, which began in 1794 and whose 
variety is almost unlimited; the twenty cent pieces, from 1875 to 
187*. The latter are becoming scarce, during the three years 1,355,100

marking the total coinage. Of the 1877 twenty cent pieces only 510 
were minted and only 600 were given out the following year. The gov¬ 
ernment ceased minting the three cent silver pieces owing to their min¬ 
iature size and little demand for a coin of that denomination. The nickel 
three cent pieces-'were finally discontinued in 1889 when an ear was given 
to a general protest from elderly people on whom they were frequently 
passed for dimes. There is a striking resemblence, both in size and design. 

Nearly everybody has heard of the premiums offered on 1853 quarters. 
But please remember that in order to command a special reward they must 
be sans the arrow points at date—there were 15,000.000 of the other kind 
produced. The same is true of dimes and half dollars—those having arrow 
points beside the date are in common circulation. Also the 1883 nickel with or 
without the word “cents” is frequently handled even today, 22,969,421 having 
left the mint. 

Half dollars made their initial appearance two years after the Phila¬ 
delphia mint opened, or in 1794. To name all the subtle alterations and 
varieties since then is to become a numismatist for every few years there 
is a difference in rim, in spelling, in arrangement of words, in facial ex¬ 
pression, or an omission of a single leaf or berry. First there are fifteen 
stars, then sixteen. Now the date is large, now small. The design is at 
first a bust and presently Liberty is seated. In 1866 there is no motto-Hhat 
is, on some of that year; others have plainly “In God We Trust.” 

The dollars are interesting too, George Washington once threw a silver 
dollar across the Potomac and from this some people argue that a dollar 
went further in those days, for it is now impossible for anyone to sail a 
cartwheel three blocks. Still, the piece Washington used might have been 
a 1794 which in fine condition would travel as far as 150 of a hundred years 
later. The first president could not have sailed an 1804, for he had passed 
away five years previously. But suppose you could find one of that date which 
Jefferson or Monroe had thrown away in sport! Well, your assets would 
be increased $6,000. Of all United States coins, the 1804 dollar brings the 
best price. There are four in existence 

A certain interest attaches Confederate money, although the paper slips 
are no more redeemable today than after the South’s collapse in 1865. A 
silver dollar today will buy $1,000 in these cancelled notes giving the pos¬ 
sessor some idea of their worth even if they do savor of the Civil War. At 
what little expense paper money is brought into being! It costs 'the gov¬ 
ernment less than two cents apiece to manufacture a dollar bill today, in¬ 
cluding cost of paper, engraving, printing and turning the bill out ready for 
circulation, and it costs no more to print a twenty dollar bill than a one 
dollar bill. The average life of a dollar bill is about one year, while a five 
dollar bill will last from three to five years hnd a ten dollar bill from five to 
ten years. The higher denominations last longer, of course, because they 
are not in so constant circulation. 

There is likewise considerable profit in metal coins. Take pennies. One 
hundred of these little red coppers can be produced for 12 cents, including 
metal and labor. The profit in silver coin manufacture is not so great, but 
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even so the price of silver has recently been so low that a silver dollar 
contained only 49 cents worth of the white, sonorous ductile element. Gold 
however, is always worth face value and has ever been a standard guarantee. 
The first recorded coins were minted about 560 B. C. in Lydia by Croesus, 
whose name is a proverb for wealth. These earliest coins were made of the 
most precious metal then or now used as a commercial medium— 

“Gold! - gold! gold! gold! 

Bright and yellow, hard and cold.”

OLD INDIAN FLINT FACTORY FOUND AT COXSACKLE, NEW YORK. 

What is heralded as one of the greatest discoveries made in recent 
years was made public recently by Dr. William Beauchamp, S. T. D., L L. D., 
noted student of the Iroquois and former state historian. 

Since the arrival of the European, men have speculated as to the source 
of the flint from which the Eastern Indians made their arrow and spear 
heads. Dr. Arthur C. Parker, state archaeologist, who is credited with making 
this remarkable discovery believes that without question most of the flint 
used by the Eastern Indians came from this prehistoric Algonquin flint 
factory at Coxsackle. He found more than three hundred pits in three 
quaries which rival those of Flint Ridge in Ohio. Time did not permit ex¬ 
tensive excavations, but plans are underway to make a thorough investiga¬ 
tion of the site another season. Near by digging revealed many fire pits, 
burned rocks, and charred corn particles, preserved in spite of the flight of 
centuries. It is said the site was rich in its harvest of bone awls, needles, 
ornaments and arrow and spear heads. Clam shells, quantities of pot sherds 
and some other examples of Indian handiwork were also in evidence.

Santa Fe, Nov. 22.—To a prairie dog and a Zuni Indian belongs the credit 
for discovery of two ancient kivas or ceremonial chambers of the prehistoric 
Indian in western New Mexico. It is believed the relics may throw additional 
light on the earliest civilzation in this country.

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PORCELAIN MONEY. 

The Oriental use of porcelain for coinage began with Siamese porcelain 
tokens in use from tthe middle of the eighteenth century until 1871, when 
they were forbidden. The majority of these pieces were issued in Bangkok, 
largely by gambling houses. There are at least 890 known kinds. They occur 
in a great variety of shapes, colors and values. The denominations are on 
the reverse, and are generally in blue. The native namp of this currency 
is “Pi.” The inscriptions are usually in Chinese, as the gambling houses 
were usually owned and operated by Chinese. 

Gambles in Siam squatted down on an oblong mat, at one end of which 
the cashier, or croupier, was seated in a kneeling attitude. The coins which 
changed ownership so frequently were thrown a con-shaped,, often rolled in 
the wrong direction. To remedy this porcelain was adopted, and the use 
of the counters was gradually extended to general use, as they were issued 
under authority granted in the gambling license of concession. Counterfeits 
soon made their appearance, and the gamblers made constant changes in 
the size, shape and colors, for they are found in round, oval, star, lozenge, 
gourd, leaf, butterfly, bat and fish shapes. 

Germany now proposes to issue coins made of stamped porcelain, in 
the denominations of two, three and five marks. T.he material was used 
for private coinage, or “tokens,” in England over a century since. 

Austria is putting out paper money at the rate of more than a million 
crowns for every hour in the twenty-four. A visitor to Vienna recently 
made report that the printing of this money was about the only industry 
he saw in active operation. Foreign exchange may look cheap at a cent 
on the doliar, but money invested in it is mere likely to be lost than if it 
were put up on a crap game. 


A QUEER FIND.

Last month while working in my flower garden my trowel struck a 
harsh substance and as it is very dulling to sharp edges of trowels and 
knives, I dug for the culprit and turned up what I thought to be a flattened 
beer bottle cap, laid it on the fence and thought no more about it. Several 
days after I saw where I had laid it but is was now dry and dusty. I took 
it in my hand and I found it was thick and covered with queer marks. I 
gave it a good bath and found it was a coin of some land unknown to any 
one I asked, so when going down to the Public Library I took it to see if 
I could locate it. The reference librarian helped me with her knowledge 
and soon we had it all as plain as could be. The marks turned out to be a 
lady, Peerlas Athene On the obverse side was a charging bull and under¬ 
neath him, a lone fish. History says the coin of bronze was used three 
hundred years before the Christian era. The question I would ask is, “Who 
brought that over here ar.d planted it in my garden?”

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NUMISMATIC NOTES.— By M. Sorensen. 

While the Allies of Europe—England, France and Italy—are trying to 
stabilize their currency and give the people a better and more satisfactory 
medium than the war currency, issued in so great volumes that it threaten¬ 
ed to become worthless, the Central Powers seem bent on floating more 
paper and are thereby making their own financial conditions worse. Eng¬ 
land has issued coins in base silver, 500 fine. France and Italy are issuing 
some silver and nickel. But Germany, Austria, Hungary and Russia—in¬ 
cluding Ukrainia and the Baltic provinces, which are now independent re¬ 
publics—are continually printing more and more paper. And as a natural 
consequence is all this paper becoming worthless, or nearly so. A million 
Russian paper rubles may at the present time be bought for, about $250. 
The Austrian and Hungarian currency is not worth much more. And the 
German paper mark is steadily going down. At this writing 100 mark are 
quoted at 90 cents. 

Some of this paper is finely printed. Its appearance does not indicate 
that it has its greatest value as souvenirs. The, other day I saw-some 
Russian 500 and 1,000 ruble notes, size 6 by 10 inches, printed in several 
colors, and on good paper, too. But what is the use? They will not buy 
anything. They are fine souvenirs, and are eagerly picked up by collectors. 

Besides paper has Austria tried leather., Small oblong pieces of sole 
leather, stamped with the denomination. They were likely intended for 
collectors more than as circulation medium. And Hungary has issued 
some currency, printed on silk and also on finely prepared pig skin. But 
as far as is known have none of these countries attempted to issue tokens in 
metal. 

Germany has tried about everything that possibly can be used for money. 
Besides the flood of semi-official paper currency and tokens in cheap metals, 
issued by cities, parishes and communes, there are now the government 
issues in the same strain. And it is only too plain that much of this money 
—if such it can be called—was, issued for speculation; in other words, for 
collectors, in the hope that it will not come back for redemption. Every 
scheme has been tried to make it go. There are Goethe, Schiller, Bethoven, 
and many other issues, so many to a set, ali in the same denomination, with 
obverses alike, but different reverses. One town tried wooden slabs, the 
same size and printed the same as the paper notes. The first issue showed 
its true color Boldly printed on it read the legend: “Not redeemable. For 
collectors only.” The scheme evidently miscarried, for later the same 
slabs were surcharged across the legend to the effect that they were re¬ 
deemable. The next issue of this queer money was printed just like the paper 
notes, so there are three issues of the wooden money, which consists of 
three plies of veneer, glued together. 

Lately I have seen currency on white silk. The 25 mark denomination 
was printed, while the 100 mark note is embroidered. These pieces make 
beautiful souvenirs. The latest is porcelain tokens, in denominations up to 
20 mark. There are several issues by states and business concerns. A set 
of 4 pieces, issued by Saxony, is with gold bands. But these issues also 
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smack too much of speculation. The Saxony set is at present offered for 
about $4.00. Considering that the little porcelain disks have no intrinsic 
value it is difficult to understand why such a price should be charged for 
them. 

From Germany, Italy and other countries have appeared encased post¬ 
age stamps, which are clean, durable and preferable to the small paper notes. 


When President Harding attended the tercentenary celebration at Ply¬ 
mouth, Mass, this summer thirty Polish, French, Italian and Portuguese 
boys and girls received silver medals from his hands, as winners in the 
fifth annual contest for excellence in reading of English, conducted by the 
New Bedford Evening Standard. On one side of the medals, which are 
examples of the finest art of the silversmith, engraved above the name of 
the winner is ‘ Blessed is he that readeth and they that hear.” On the re¬ 
verse is depicted a family reading the newspaper. 


The famous symbol of British valor is a little Maltese cross of bronze, 
insignificant to look at besides many a more showy medal, and intrinsically 
worth only a few pence, but it is the most coveted decoration of all that 
soldiers and sailors can aspire to. The Order of the Victoria Cross—if it 
can be called an order—was practically an outcome of the Crimean war; 
possibly the immortal charge of the Light Brigade inspired the idea. The 
Victoria Cross is adorned with a crown surmounted by a lion and a small 
scroll bearing the pregnant words, ‘‘For Valour.” On the reverse of the 
medal is given the date or dates of the deeds of heroism for which it was 
awarded, the name of the recipient being inscribed at the back of the bar, 
to which it is attached by a V. 

The cross was first cast from cannons taken at Sebastopol. The first 
presentation of the V. C. took place in Hyde Park on June 26. 1857, on which 
occasion 62 men were decorated. The pinning on of the crosses by the 
Queen occupied only about ten minutes, and a great review brought the 
proceedings to a close. 


GERMAN MARKS AS SHOP TAGS. 

Gamblers in international exchange will be interested to hear that German 
marks have hit a new low level. Not that they have been worth much during 
the last few years, but now they are being given away. 

A retail clothier of Winchendon, Mass., affixed a German mark to every 
article in his show window, and announced that although the marks might be 
of doubtful value his merchandise was not. * 

Buyers took the marks along with their purchases, salted them away and 
are waiting for a rise in quotations. 
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PREHISTORIC NAVAJO VILLAGE FOUND, 

INDICATING VERY ANCIENT PERIOD 

Earl H. Morris, who uncovered from the sands of New Mexico an Aztec 
apartment house of 400 rooms, has now found a prehistoric Navajo village con¬ 
taining 20 buildings of from four to fifty rooms, of which he has written to the 
Museum of Natural History. • 

Until Mr. Morris and his museum helpers uncovered the settlement, only 
desert mounds had marked the site. He writes that it has proved the richest 
find of the season. 

“The winds of centuries had blown away the dust and ashes from the 
refuse heaps in which the dead were interred,” he says, “and mortuary vases 
were left protruding from the soil. Each body lay in a pit. In preparation for 
burial the knees were drawn up against the chest and the feet thrown back¬ 
ward toward the hips, evidently to make the body take up as little room as 
possible. Clay vessels were invariably placed beside the head, or in front 
of the breast. Usually the pit was covered with a stone slab, sometimes held 
up by cedar poles. 

“The wealth of objects with the skeletons of children furnished pathetic 
evidence that the hearts of this primitive people were deeply hurt by the loss 
of their little ones. Covering the bones of one mere infant were an elegant 
red bowl, a slender drinking vessel and a small vase with jet ornaments and 
shell beads and pendants from the far Pacific, the latter a treasure that may 
well have meant the entire wealth of the family. 

“The 200 pottery vessels in the tombs indicate that this desert settlement 
belonged to a culture period more ancient than that represented by the enorm¬ 
ous community dwelling at Aztec, in the exploration of which our efforts have 
centered in the last five years. In the period of the settlement the people 
lived in scattered villages, unoppressed by the dread of enemies; that dread 
impelling them later to build such strongholds as the apartment-house fortress 
at Aztec.” 

Big Prices. 

Hard times, as the war period proved in the sales rooms of London and 
Paris, have little effect on the value of art .treasures. Over £32,000 was bid 
at Christie’s the other day for fine old English silver plate belonging to 
Catherine Lady Grey, of Enville Hall, Stourbridge, and Sir John Foley Grey, 
Bt. This was one of the largest and most important collections of family 
silver to come into the open market for some years, and attracted many 
visitors, including the Queen. At Christie’s also £300 was paid for a Greek 
coin, dating from B. C. 410. 

A fine copy of Lord Bacon’s “Essaies,” 1612, realized £118 (Quaritch), at 
Sotheby’s; an example of the Kelmscott Press Chaucer, 1896,'£165 (Hollings); 
Pine’s “Post Est” edition of Horace, 1737, £61; Racine’s “Oeuvres,” Paris, 
1768, seven vols, £200 (both bought by Messrs. Michelmore); and Voltaire’s 
“La Henriade,” 1789. with a chalk drawing of Voltaire by Hubert, £150 
(Pearson). 
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WORLD WAR RELICS. 

A most interesting (and profitable) hobby is the collecting and the ar¬ 
ranging of a den, of relics from the Great War. Strange to say, they are not 
at all common mainly since the French are absolutely against their removal 
from the battlefronts and also since they have destroyed tons and tons of 
these wonderous pieces. 

War Relic collecting has k ken a decided increase since the World War 
due greatly to the interesting and wonderful weapons used, which are a direct 
materialization of a new method of worfare, a modern war. The Boche, espe¬ 
cially, had prepared surprises which took the allies wholly unawares in most 
cases. The great howitzers, poinsonous gases, flame throwing, etc., are all 
laid to the wiley German Machine guns gained their place find in the early 
days the Boche with his slow firing pup-pup-pup with his bullet proof shield 
caused havoc but the Allies retaliated with the light, water cooled Vickers 
and the Lewis gun. There will never be another war without aeroplanes. 
They are the “eyes” of the army. The submarine and Zeppelin we were pre¬ 
pared for and these too gained their place in the sun during the last war. 
All these were unheard of in previous warfare. 

Let us consider the first serious innovation the war brought forth. Prior 
to 1915 poisonous gases were practically unknown in warfare. The Boche 
sprang this horrifying surprise against the British and Canadians at Ypres on 
April 22, 1915 with disasterous results. Immediately a means to combat this 
horror was devised and the gas mask came into existence. It is most interest¬ 
ing to follow along and note the different types used and the advancement 
toward perfection of these “Gas Bags.” At first a crude sort of bag about two 
feet long was used. This was thrown over the head. It was made of cloth 
and treated with a sticky substance. The eyes were two round glass plates 
placed into metal sockets and around these and the helmet was a soft spongy 
rubber lining. A rubber covered tube fitted into the mouth. It was soon found 
that glass was inadequate since it broke easily and the helmet was then use¬ 
less. Isinglass was a better substitute. Next, came the headgear types which 
were more or less ineffective. These had a rubber flap slitted to permit the 
exhaust air to escape and would not admit air. The Russians during the 
very severe winter of 1915 soon learned with horrible results of the ineffective¬ 
ness of these. Here the Boche used gas with more damage than at any time 
during the war. When the rubber flap of helmet is worn for any length of 
time the saliva naturally was forced from the exhaust flap with the air. The 
Boche knew of this and sent over a wave of gas and waited. The Russian 
donned his masks and when “clear” was called took it off but neglected to 
wipe off the saliva from the flap. The saliva commenced to freeze hard when 
the warm air of breathing ceased. At the next wave he donned the mask 
again and was unable to breathe because of the frozen and closed flap. To 
take off the helmet was death and to keep it on was death. Whole regiments 
were wiped out until the trick of drying the flap was learned. 

Later the flap was abandoned and the breathing was controled through the 
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chemical container. This type was the best and most perfected helmet the 
war produced. 

In attacking with gas two methods are used, namely grenades and bombs 
and emanation or flowing from containers and carried by the wind. The gases 
vfere heavier than air and crept along the ground. The poisonous vapor filled 
bombs and projectiles are also very interesting. The British used these to 
the most advantage. These are strictly a product of the World War and no 
more interesting nor characteristic relic can be had than these gas masks and 
bombs. 

They but show that “There is no form of human ingenuity which human 
ingenuity cannol thwart.”

INDIAN GRAVE YIELDS VARIED COLLECTION 

OF SKULLS AND ARROWHEADS. 

Rockford.—J. L. Palmer, who lives in the western section of this county, 
near Mount Moriak, plowed into an Indian grave containing skull, bones, pots 
and beads of all descriptions. 

According to his statement, a flint arrow-head had penetrated the skull 
just above the left eye and remained in the back of the head firmly fixed with 
about half of the point out. As the grave was unearthed on William Wilson’s 
place on the Jackson’s trace, the assumption is that the Indian participated 
in the Creek war. 

Doubtless the assortment will be added to the large display of Indian 
relics collected by John K. McEwen of Rockford. This collection is said to 
be one of the best in Alabama, and is considered valuable. 

McEwen is one of the prominent merchants of Rockford, and displays 
his interesting collection of relics in his show windews. 

POMONA MAN HAS RARE ANTIQUE IN COLONIAL TABLE. 

A. P. Doull, proprietor of the Art Furniture company, has acquired a rare 
treasure to add to his already large collection of antiques. The latest addi¬ 
tion to his collection of old fashioned furniture is an old “Martha Washing¬ 
ton” table which at one time was the property of General Francis Marion, 
who was under the command of General George Washington. Mr. Doull re¬ 
cently secured this old relic from a private family, in whose possession it 
has remained for many years. 

In telling of the manner in which he found the rare and valuable piece 
of furniture, Mr. Doull said: “I found it in a private family, but it should 
have been resting in a prominent place in some museum in this country. I 
consider" this a very valuable piece of antique furniture.” 

The table is a low, rather odd-shaped one, made of genuine mahogany. 
It is a veteran of two wars, and was once wefunded. It still carries a scar of 
a bullet “wound” received during the Civil war. To those who appreciate 
furniture and other relics of America’s early days this veteran of the eighteenth 
century will be of unusual interest. 
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BOY INVENTED THE REVOLVER. 

The revolver, which until'the invention of the automatic pistol, was the 
most deadly small arm known to man, was born in the brain of a 14-year-old 
boy, Samuel Colt. Colt ran away from school and shipped on board a merchant 
vessel bound for the East Indies. He had a good deal of idle time on his 
hands once the ship was well at sea, and a long period of calm weather fol¬ 
lowed its movements. He began to seek an outlet for his active imagination 
and mechanical urge. He attempted various things to aid sailing, but without 
any great success. < 

He then took to planning a pistol that would shoot several times with a 
single loading. He had only bits of wood and a jackknife to work with, but 
before the voyage was over he had cut out a model for a revolver very similar 
to the pattern still in use. 

Once at home again he went to work in his father’s factory, but the re¬ 
volver idea was still in his head, and he worked at it from time to time until 
he was 21. At this point his experiments had so far advanced that he asked 
for and obtained patents in America and European countries. A stock com¬ 
pany was organized, and from this humble start the great Colt arms factory 
was begun, and the revolver put on a market that soon carried it around the 
world. 


FIND INDIAN RELICS. 

Ruddells, Ark.—Recent excavations in the big bottom field below the 
mouth of Hell Creek, across the White River from this place have resulted 
in the finding of a number of Indian relics unlike any that have ever before 
been found in this section. The excavations were made in that part of the 
field which had been used as a burial ground by the Indians, probably the 
Osages, who inhabited this section before the white men arrived. Most of 
the work was done by Henry Ingle, who lives on the farm. 

He found one large skeleton, the skull of which was encased in large 
plates made from shells. One plate was about five inches in circumference 
and lay back of the skull. Another about the same size was over the face. 
A hole had been made in the latter, where it covered the nose, and a smaller 
plate lay over this hole. Two small plates covered the ears. These plates 
were evidently made from sea shells. Another grave gave up several hundred 
small beads about the size of BB shot Each bead was perfect in shape and 
workmanship. They had evidently composed a necklace that had adorned 
the throat of the corpse when it was buried. A handful of small round shell 
pieces about the same size and thickness of poker chips were also recovered 
and a very small celt. The latter is a sharp edged stone implement which 
the Indians used for dressing hides. A lot of pottery was found, but most of 
it was broken, only one piece being saved that was not badly damaged.

The sale of the library of the late Samuel Riker of this city was con¬ 
cluded at the Anderson Galleries recently. Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach paid $4,000 
for George Washington’s copy of “A Collection of all the Treaties of Peace, 
Alliance, and Commerce Between Great Britain and Other Powers From the 
Treaty Signed at Munster in 1684, to Treaties Signed at Paris, in 1783,” three 
volumes, London 1785. The work contains Washington’s autograph on each 
title page and his book plate on the inside of each front cover. The work 
was auctioned off at the sale of the- library of Lawrence Washington, the 
great grandson of George Washington, in Philadelphia, in 1876.—N. Y. Times. 


A press dispatch from San Francisco, under date of June 9, says: “Dr. 
Saxton T. Pope, San Francisco, has killed two grizzly bears with bow and 
mows in Yellowstone Park, according to a telegram from him to the Cali¬ 
fornia Academy of Science here. Dr. Pope, an expert in archery, is hunting 
the animals, under permit from the United States government to provide a 
"habitat group” for the Academy’s museum here. The project is financed by 
Ogden Mills of New York.” 


Rare manuscripts said to have a market value of $55,000 were brought to 
this country on the steamship Lapland by Charles Sessler, a dealer, of Phila¬ 
delphia, who had been abroad several months in search of such treasures. 
Although he bought much on his own account, Mr. Sessler is said to have 
acted as agent for several private collectors and museums. His purchases, 
which amounted to $325,000, included a group of twelve letters exchanged 
between Samuel T. Coleridge, the poet, and Charles Lamb. This item is 
said to have cost $25,000.—N. Y. Tribune. 

A collection of hist'oric coaches, some lent by the government and others 
by private persons, is to be exhibited at Olympia, London, during the Inter¬ 
national horse show. Among the famous vehicles will be the last London- 
toik mail beiore the building of the railway and the London-Rochester coach 
in which Dickens traveled habitually. There wil 1 be seen also the original 
Sedan coach in which Napoleon capitulated, and the posting chariot which 
was used almost exclusively for carrying eloping couples over the border 
on the way to Gretna Green. Other exhibits will be the duke of Wellington’s 
post chaise, in which he traveled while conducting the Peninsular War and 
the A\ aterloo campaign, and, as a contrast, the original “Deadwood Dick” 
coach, drawn b> six mules. The only early Victorian tandem in existence 
will also be shown, as w'ell as the original brougham designed by Lord 
Brougham, if it be found possible to move it.—London Mail. 
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THE NAVAJO RUG—By Alpha Odle. 

Th e term "blanket” is generally used to describe anything of Navajo’s 
weave, largely because of the tact that in the beginning, and many years 
after the Navajo’s had only such sizes as would serve as a serape, or as a 
blanket for sleeping purposes. As the demand for these goods increased, 
other sizes were w r oven, and at the present time, they are woven from pil¬ 
low top size to extra large sizes, and used extensively as rugs. The Navajo 
Blanket and the Navajo Rugs qr-e interchangeable names for the same class 
of goods. There is no difference in the weave. 

The Navajo Rug is one thing that the years have not changed. It is 
possible to still secure these rugs woven in all their primitive and barbaric 
splendor, and woven in the same way they were countless years ago. It is 
hard for a stranger to realize that the conditions on the reservation are 
today practically the same as they were many years ago, yet there are spots 
where the White Man has never penetrated; where the people are just as 
primitive as those in darkest Africa But Civilization is slowly creeping and 
it is onlv a matter of years before the Navajo Rugs will be fewer and harder 
to get. They will be classed as antiques and curios then, but now they are 
cheap enough for every family to have at least one. 

* Every rug carries some distinct variation, some suggestion for the occa¬ 
sion of its making, and no two rugs are ever made alike. It is impossible to 
duplicate a Navajo Rug. A Navajo Rug cannot be made on a machine. Anyone 
who has ever seen a genuine Navajo Rug will agree to this at once. The 
so-called Indian Design’ blankets are not Indian made but machine made. 

Another handicraft of the Navajo's is the making of silverware. They 
make finger rings and bracelets with and without matrix turquoise sets, and 
teaspoons and salt spoons. They are all hand made and hand carved. The 
turquoise is the precious stone of the ffavajos and is worn and used by them 
to the exclusion of other jewels. 

It might interest you to know that the Odle family, Mr. and Mrs. James 
H., son Alpha, and daughters Alta and Morna, have lived and worked with 
Indians for over 15 years. Starting at the Shawnee (Okla ) Indian School, 
thence to the Whiteagle School at Ponca City, Okla., and now in charge of 
the Navajo Industrial School at Farmington, New Mexico, where they ar e in 
a position to secure the Navajo Rugs direct from the weavers. 


A new silver half dollar issued in commemoration of the Centennial 
of the State of Missouri has arrived to gladden the hearts of many numis¬ 
matics. On one side it has a bust of a young trapper, a type of the early 
days made famous by Daniel Boone, the inscriptions follow; United States 
of America, having dates 1821-1921 each at. opposite sides and half dollar 
at bottom of trapper’s bust, and on the reverse with Missouri Centennial at 
fop and Sedalia at bottom, bearing full length figures of Indian and Trapper, 
together in center looking outward. It is a pretty coin. It is understood 
that a large coinage was made and will no doubt be quite common in the 
years to come.
